tions on Laws, and other Occur- 


rences Concerning Hermaphro- 
dlites. 


N indolent Perſon is always the 
moſt credulous of Novelty, at the 
ſame Time that his Supineneſs hinders 
him from examining into the Truth 


I - of any Rumour whatſoever. And this 


Kind of Paſſion is of the meaneſt Claſs, 
not only as it argues ſome Contempt or 
Neglect of Truth, but alſo as it is pro- 
ductive of a very great Evil, in ſetting a 
Limit or Bar to the Progreſs of Know- 
ledge, and is therefore a vaſt Diſadvan- 
tage to Society in general; from ſuch a 


One 
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one as this, not the leaſt publick Good, 
no more than private Benefit to himſelf, 
can flow; and the Man who has not a 
Deſire to cultivate that innate Curioſity, 
which is every one's Property, is unmind- _ 
ful of one of the greateſt Duties incum- 
bent on him; but when it is duly and 
honourably modified, and employed in 
the Search of uſeful Affairs only, it qua- 
lifies him for ſocial Life, and renders 
him capable of being of Service in his 
Generation. 


Though one may be informed of a 
Matter which in itſelf is really Fact, yet 
if an Abſurdity ſhould ariſe in the Nar- 
ration, it would be laudable to enquire 
whether it is to be aſcribed to the Re- 
later or to the Thing told ; but as there 
is nothing which, when true, can admit 
of any Abſurdity, there is therefore the 
greater Right to be diſcontented with 
what is not eaſily underſtood ; and it 
would even amount to a Crime to neg- 
lect taking Notice of ſuch Accounts, 
1 if any Thing monſtrous or im- 
probable 
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probable is blended with them. Shall 
we, for Example, fit down with ſome 
Authors, and ſay, that Hares * are al- 
ways of both Sexes ; that the Rhinoceros + 
is always Male; that the Vulture || is al- 
ways Female; that of all Animals þ, 
Goats, Sheep, Horſes, Men, and Hares, 
are moſt liable to become Hermaphro- 
dites? and ſhall we go on to copy or 
quote them in a Strain of Approbation? 
no; rather let us examine them thorough- 
ly, leſt by aſſenting to any Part of 
them, that does not ſquare with Nature 
and Reaſon, we ſhall find our Judgments 
very deſervedly arraigned, and the ſaga- 
cious Part of the World much diſpleaſed.

Such were the Motives and Conſide- 
rations that prompted me to endeavour |

Diſgrace, and many of whoſe innocent 


Children have been puniſhed, and even 
put to Death, for having been reputed 
Hermaphrodites ; Ignorance of the Fa- | 
brick of the Body has been the firſt great 


Occaſion of thoſe Evils, deſtroying E- 
vils, which exiſt not only. amongſt the 


moſt ignorant Americans, but alſo a- 


mongſt the Litterati chemſelyes in other 
Parts of the World, 


What, but Ignorance or Superſtition, 
could perſwade Men to imagine, that 
poor human Creatures (which were only 
diſtorted in ſome particular Part, or had 


any thing unuſual appearing about them, 
from ſome morbid Cauſe affecting them, 
either in the Uterus, or after their Births) 

| were; 
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were Prodigies or Monſters in Nature ? 
What, but Ignorance and Superſtition, 


could urge Men to make Laws for their 


Deſtruction or Excluſion from the com- 
mon Benefits of Life? in fine, what, 
but theſe very Cauſes, could make ſeve- 
ral harſh Laws continue ſtill in Force a- 
gainſt them in many Places, which ſup- 
poſe thoſe Women that happen to be 
Macroclitorideæ, to be capable of exer- 
ciſing the Functions of either Sex, with 
regard to Generation; and, further, re- 
ſtrain them under ſevere Penaltes to 
ſtick to that Sex only which they ſhould 
chooſe? as if poor Women could exer- 
ciſe the Part of any other Sex but their 
own. 


The Romans, ſoon after the Foundati- 
on of their City, had Laws made againſt 
their Androgyni remarkably ſevere ; for 
whenſoever a Child was reputed one of 
theſe, his Sentence was to be ſhut up in 


a Cheſt alive, and thrown into the Sea *,

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which was as often put in Execution as 
any of theſe unfortunate Children were 
diſcovered. The Inhabitants about the 
Gulph of * Florida hold them alſo in 
great Contempt, befieving them to be 
ſomething ſo evil as not to deſerve the 
Comforts of Life; and though they do 
not deſtroy them yet they deal as badly 
by them, for when they go to make 
War, as many of theſe ſuppoſed Herma- 


phrodites as can be found are obliged to 
carry their Proviſions ; they are alſo com- 
pelled to bear the Dead, and thoſe fick | 
of malignant Diſeaſes, to proper Places, 
and attend them under very rigorous Cir- | 


cumſtances. 


Nothing is more certain, than that 
the Cauſes above- mentioned have had no 
ſmall Share in the propagating a Belief 
among the People of their Exiſtence ; 
and this appears by a Cuſtom, that long 
prevailed amongſt the Pogans in Italy,

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who, upon the Birth of ſuch Children, 
as were thought Hermaphrodites, always 
conſulted their Religious and Wiſe-Men * 
what to do with them. A remarkable 
Inſtance of this Kind happened in a 


Town in Campania in Jtaly, called Fru- 
2 /mo, where a Child being born of a mon- 


ſtrous Size, and another at Sinueſſa 


* whoſe Sex was doubtful, inſomuch, 
2 that they could neither judge it Male nor 
Female, it was laid before the Magi- 
2 ſtrates, who immediately ſent for ſome 
of the Auriſpices, out of Hetruria, and 
they pronounced it, Fædum ac turpe 
2 © prodigium , whereupon it was thrown 
into the Sea according to the aforeſaid 
Law. But this was not enough, for as 
by the Superſtition of theſe Soothſayers 


and the Pontifices, ſuch Children were 


thought to portend ſome Evil, there was

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a Ceremony that always ſucceeded their 
Deſtruction, which was performed by 
twenty-ſeven Virgins, who marched in 
Proceſſion, ſinging about the City, and 
offered Sacrifices to Juno, to avert the 
Evil which they imagined was boded by 
the Child's Birth, 


This happened many Times afterwards 
in Italy; and even the Chriſtian Em- 
peror Conſtantine, according to Euſebius &, 
made Laws againſt them ; for about this 
Time the River Nile not flowing ſo 
much over the Lands as uſual, the Blame 
was laid to their Androgyni who wor- 
ſhipped and bathed in it amongſt the 
People ; whereupon the Law made a- 
gainſt them was, that they ſhould be 
looked upon as a ſpurious Breed, and 
deſtroyed F.

© particularly thoſe of Alexandria, wor- 
© ſhipped the River (Nile), a Law was 
© iſſued out againſt certain Men of an

among them; whereby all thoſe com- 
* monly accounted Androgyni were to 
be deſtroyed, as an uncertain and ſpu- 
* rious Race, nor was it permitted even 
* to look on thoſe that had ſuch 1. 
vious Diſorders.” 


Some time after the Law was made, 
the River began to flow freely, and ſwel- 
led again over the Banks, as before. 
The Superſtition of the Inhabitants was 
gratified, who, no doubt, owed the Re- 
ſtoration of the. Waters to the cruel 
Law made againſt thoſe miſerable hu- 
man Creatures. 


In order more clearly to illuſtrate un- 
der what Reſtrictions ſuch, as were re- 
puted Hermaphrodites, lay, touching the 


Fewiſh, as well as the Canon and Civil,

Of the Jewiſh Laws concerning Herma- 
pbrodites . 


In the Hebrew Law there is often 
* mention made of Hermaphrodites, al- 
though they were not very ſollicitous 
about the Cauſes of their confuſed Na- 
* turess The Word Androgynus was 
* very familiar amongſt them, which, 
they ſay, ſignifies one having the Parts 
of Generation of both Sexes, one of

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Whoſoever would know more of 
© the Laws concerning Hermaphrodites, 
may conſult the Doctors and Expoun- 
© ders of the Law; theſe being ſufficient 
concerning them. 


We have not even in our own King- 
dom been free from the ſame prejudiced 
Care, in providing Laws againſt them; 
for as we had borrowed many from other 
Nations, and added them to our own, 
ſo we find one among them concerning 
Hermaphrodites, mentioned by Coke * 
in his Commentary upon Littleton, where 
he ſpeaks of them thus ＋: | |

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Every Heir is either a Male, or Fe- 
male, or an Hermaphrodite, that is, 
both Male and Female. And an Her- 
* maphrodite, which is alſo 'called an 
* Androgynus, ſhall be Heir, either as 
* Male or Female, according to that 
* Kind of the Sex which doth prevail, 
and accordingly ought to be baptized.” 


Would not any one imagine that 
theſe ſuppoſed Androgyni, inſtead of be- 
ing of the ſame Nature with us, (how- 
ever morbid or deformed their Parts of 
Generation might be) were rather ano- 
ther Race of Animals ſui generis, than 
what they really are? when a String of 
Laws, compiled with ſo much Accura- 
cy, and in ſuch a formal Manner, con- 
cerning them, has been exhibited and 
increaſed in all Ages; and is it not Mat- 
ter of great ſurprize, to think that none 
had ever undertaken to convince the 
World of the Superſtition and Vanity of 
ſuch Laws? ſince thoſe that were already 
in force, in all Nations, were as ſuffi- 

| cient 
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_ cient to bind a morbid Subject in all 
Caſes, as a ſound one; which alone is 
the Queſtion here. 


Though the World was lead on to 
credit and countenance thoſe Whims till 
Cicero's Time, and ſuppoſing none were 
found able or willing to ſet People right 
in this Opinion before him ; yet we 
may, with great Aſſurance, aſk, why 
the Learned ſince him ſhould neglect 
the Hint given by that wiſe Man in his 
Book De Divinatione, where we find 
him making a Banter of ſeveral Superſti- 
tions then in Vogue with the Romans ; 
among which he does not forget to enu- 
merate the Androgyni *, © Quid cum 
* Cumis Apollo ſudavit, capuæ victoria? 
* Quid ortus Androgyni ? nonne fatale 

« quoddam Monſtrum fuit ?* Sure this, 
as well as any other Matter, worth the 
Notice of that noble Author, ought well 
to beſpeak the Attention and Conſidera- 
tion of the whole World after him. 


Several 


Lib. 1. De Divinatione, parag. 98. 
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Several Jewiſh Rabbins, and moſt 
of the Hebrews before them, were of O- 
pinion, that Adam was firſt made an 
Androgynus *, on the fore Part a Male, 
and behind a Female; that theſe were 
afterwards ſeparated, and the female Part 
called Eve. This was their Manner of 
explaining thoſe Paſſages of the Old Te- 
ſtament, Male and Female created he 
them; and again, Thou haſt form- 
* ed me behind and before:* Theſe O- 
pinions gave Birth to many others after- 
wards, as well among the Pagan Philo- 
ſophers, as among many Chriſtian Di- 
vines; ſome of whom, in the Time of 
Pope Innocent the Third were ſo far 
Followers of the Rabbins, that they 
thought the Sexes in Adam would never 

d have

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have been divided if he had not ſinned; 
which was granting that Adam was crea- 
ted an Hermaphrodite, and that the two 
Sexes were taken aſunder afterwards. 
Others * of theſe believed fo firmly that 
Hermaphrodites exiſted, that they took 
Pains to confute the above Opinion, on- 
ly fearing leſt ſuch ſhould aſſume to 
themſelves to have been the firſt human 
Creatures made, from the Words above- 
mentioned, © God created Man Male 
and Female, &c,” and conſequently 
the moſt worthy. 


From all theſe Things we ſee how 
little it is to be wondered at, that the 
Majority of the World ſhould be thus 
riveted in their Notions of Hermaphro- 
dites, ſince it appears, that Doctors of the 
Fewiſh, Pagan, and Chriſtian Churches 
have been Promoters of them from Time 
to Time, by Doubts and Sentiments in 


_ themſelves ſo trivial, as not to deſerve 


any 
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any Credit from an impartial and judi- 
cious Reader, 


Credulities of this Nature, though up- 
on the moſt inſignificant and ill-ground- 
ed Aſſertions, generally make great Pro- 
greſs in the Minds of Men and are 
ſometimes ſo deeply rooted, that the Vi- 
ciſſitudes of many Ages have not been 
ſufficient to open Mens Eyes, or make 
them ſollicitous for the Truth. Of this 
Sort was the Notion of Witches in the 
World ; for it is plain from Record, that 
many poor Women were condemned to 
the Flames or Gallows by the greateſt 
Sages in the Law ; and the Sentences a- 
gainſt them were ſo arbitrary as never 
to be mitigated, but hurled them to De- 
ſtruction without the leaſt Regret or 
Pity from the Witneſles of ſuch Barba- 
rity; and yet how eaſy would it have 
been to diſcern (if Men gave themſelves 
the Liberty to reflect a little upon the 
Nature of the Thing) that no Guilt, 
nor any ſuch preternatural Knowledge 
as was faid to center in them, could pro- 
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ceed from thoſe ignorant ſimple People, 
that were always the Subjects of this 
Cruelty. 


Thus it often fared with our reputed 


| Hermaphrodites, who have been baniſh- 


ed, tormented, abuſed, and employed 
in ſuch Offices as were in themſelves ſe- 
vere ; cut off from the common Privi- 
leges and Freedoms enjoyed by the Pub- 
lick whereſoever they have been ; yea, 
and put to Death in an inhuman and 
pityleſs Manner. But the Diſgrace 
which hangs over human Nature, from 
Mens harbouring ſuch ſtrange Notions 
of one another, is almoſt as bad; and 
more eſpecially ſo, when ſeveral who 
are ranked among Men of Science ſhall 
eſpouſe theſe Chimeras, or at leaſt con- 
feſs a Doubt concerning the Thing: So 
that it is not to be wondered at, if the 
weak-minded and injudicious ſhould be 
impreſſed with a Belief of Reports of 
this Kind, and thereby loſe all Huma- 
nity towards ſuch Objects; and no won- 
der modeſt Ears ſhopld be grated with 

the 
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the Stories of ſuch Creatures, ſince they 
are more frequently expoſed to vaſt 
Numbers of the indiſcreet Part of the 
World, than to Men of Knowledge and 
Decency. | 


Since this is the Caſe, and ſince Au- 


thors, of no little Account among the 


Learned, have taken great Pfins to con- 
firm the Certainty of the Exiſtence of 
Hermaphrodites in human Nature, and, 
at the ſame Time, differ ſo much from 
each other concerning them ; it could 
not but be very well worth while to at- 
tempt finding the Truth of what, I fo 
much miſtruſted, was aſſerted without 
any juſt Foundation, and what I could 
not but eſteem a Scandal thrown upon 
the whole Race of Mankind ; and there- 
fore, upon ſeeing the Fœtus whoſe De- 
ſcription, with an Obſervation upon all 
female Fœtus's, concludes the following 
Pages, I was the more encouraged to 
read upon and conſider the Subject 
and finding myſelf unable to reconcile 
the Accounts of Authors to Truth, and 

the 
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the Nature of Hermaphroditiſm to the 
Phyſiology of human Bodies, I was ſtill 
the more eager to endeavour at being ſa- 
tisfactory to others as well as myſelf, 
about what has been ſo long a Riddle. 


The Arrival of the Angolan Woman 
in Town encouraged this Undertaking, 
both from the Belief of the Vulgar con- 
cerning her, and the Sentiments of others, 
who would allow her no Sex but the 
Maſculine; which rendered it not an un- 
ſeaſonable Time to make a further Pro- 
greſs in this Eſſay towards reducing the 
Matter to a Certainty, which (however 
deficient) I hope, will be in ſome Mea-

* | of exerciſing the neceſſary Offices and 
Functions of thoſe Parts. This Defini- 
tion naturally ariſes from the very Term, 
and therefore, whatſoever is ſo accounted, 
| and fails of anſwering theſe Characters 
| in the moſt minute Particular, ſhould be 
conſider'd in another light, and indeed 
| call'd by ſome other Name. 


It would be an Injury to Truth to 
deny the Exiſtence of an Hermaphrodi- 
tal Nature, to all the animal World in 

general; but however, I am inclin'd to 
believe it is only proper to ſome Reptiles, 
and but a few of theſe ; for among the 
ſeveral Tribes of larger Animals, whether 
of the Air, Earth, or Waters, there ſel- 
dom are any, of late Years, to whom 
this double Nature is aſcribed, but thoſe 
of the Human ; with how little Truth 
or Reaſon, even to theſe, I hope to 
make appear hereafter. 


Whatever the Neceſlity might be for 
the Creation of certain of the Reptiles of 
this Nature, ſuch as the Garden ſbell'd 
| Snail, 
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of Hermaphrodites. 


Snail, and the large Earth-worm, both 
of which are certainly ſo, which I can 
affirm from my own Knowledge, having 
often drawn both theſe aſunder when in 
Coition, and obſerv'd them; as well as 
from ſo good Teſtimony, as Mr Bradley 
in his Philoſophical Account of the 
Works of Nature *, where he has ſeveral 
curious Obſervations on theſe Animals, 
and a Figure of the Parts of Generation 
of a Snail, done as they appeared in 
a Microſcope. As alſo from a Book in- 
titled, Spectacle de la Nature, which is 


no leſs to be regarded than the former, 


both for Truth and Accuracy. I ſay, 
whatever may be the Cauſe of this, there 
does not appear in Reaſon the leaſt oc- 
caſion for it in larger Animals. As to 
the former, if we may attempt to gueſs 
at a Reaſon for their being thus created, 

it may perhaps not be amiſs to ſurmiſe as 
follows, viz. We know theſe are very 
ſlow Creatures in their Motions, and con- 
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ſequently their Congreſs is the more ſel- 
dom; and beſides they are ſubject to ſo 
many deſtroying Accidents, that if the 
female Properties were but in one, it 
would hardly be ſufficient to preſerve their 
Species; hence it is that at the ſame Ac- 
ceſs they both beget, and bear in a re- 


ciprocal Manner. However, one Ob- 


ſervation worthy of note is, that though 
they have a Capdcity of both ways of 
engendering, it muſt be remark'd, that 
it -is at the fame Inſtant both are execu- 
ted, and not ſucceſſively or by Choice, 
being incapable of neglecting either to 
chuſe the other. Beſides, we find they 
are all ſo, through their whole Claſs; 
which to them is the ſame ſtrict Law 
of Nature, that it is to other Animals to 
poſſeſs but a ſingle Sex. Nor can this 
Law be ever violated in them, by any 
Means whatſoever, any more than that 
Law of Nature predominant in us ſhould 
digreſs from what it always was, or be 
alter'd by any new Decree of the Divine 
Will, whoſe Decrees are already fix'd 
and unchangeable; our ſingle Natures be- 
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ing ſufficient to preſerve the human Race, 
in a ſucceſſive Series, and their double 
one being no more ; which alone was 
the Purpoſe of ſuch Formations in all 
animal Beings, and no other. But no ſuch 
Reſtraints attend larger Animals, and 
therefore no ſuch Nature is at all neceſ- 
fary in them; however, tho' all others 
are limited to certain Seaſons, as to their 
generative Capacities, it is very ſtrange 
that no Appearance has ever been had of 
two Sexes in any one upon Diſſection, 
(though many have been ſuppoſed of a 
double Nature) but the human ; who 
have no limits ſet to their Powers of pro- 
creating, and who on all accounts ſeem 
to have the leaſt need of any thing of 
of the Kind. : 


If it be objected that it happens not 
to human Nature through any Ne- 
ceſſity, but only from a Luſus of Nature; 
I anſwer, that no ſuch Luſus can hap- 
pen, and it will be very evident, if we 
only reflect a little upon the Nature of 
Generation, which will be more amply

treated of in another Place; however, 
one Principle will be ſufficient to our 
Purpoſe here, which is, that the Rudi- 
ments or Parts of all Animals whatſo- 
ever are already form'd in the Ovum *, 
and that nothing can be produced by the 
Males, but a Juice capable of giving Mo- 


tion, Explication, and Extenſion to thoſe 


Parts, and that ſince we know the com- 
mon Standard of Nature in human 
Bodies is, that there ſhould be but one 
Sex in one Body, it is impoſſible that 
there ſhould be the leaſt ImperfeQion in 
the Rudiments of any one of the Ova, 
ſince they were implanted in Females 
from the Beginning of Time, by the 
Almighty Fiat, and were under the Re- 
ſtriction of that Law, that every Day's 
Experience confirms to us is certain; for 


if there was not ſo abſolute a Law, with 


reſpe& to the being of only one Sex in 
one Body, we might then, indeed, ex- 
pect to find every Day many prepoſter- 
| 3 
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ous Digreſſions from our preſent Stan- 
dard, That there are certain Limits ſet 
to the Things of Generation appears 
no where better than when Animals of 
different Species meet and copulate ; the 
Animal that is the Product of ſuch a 
Congreſs is in no wiſe capable of pro- 
ducing an Off-ſpring like itſelf, to this 
there is ati abſolute ne plus ultra, and 
why? Becauſe, indeed, if ſuch were 
capable of Generation, we ſhould, by 
degrees, have a new ſet of Heterogenous 
Animals upon Earth. But it is plain, 
it never was the Deſign of the Almighty, 
ſince every Species of Animals are the 
fame now that they ever wete, and we 
muſt, from this Argument, expect no 
other while time ſubſiſts. And indeed, 
were we to have regard to the Notions 
of ſome of the Ancients concerning Ge- 
neration, as, that the Male and Fetnale 
Semina meeting, form'd a Child of ei- 
ther Sex, according to the Predominance 
of the Strength or Quantity of either 
Semen, and if both were equal in 


Quantity and Quality, a Child of both 
B 4 SEXES 
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Sexes was begotten, I ſay, were we to 


have regard to this, we might ſtill be 


liable to be borne away by this Hypotheſis, 


as Authors have been hitherto, which 


would inevitably ſeduce us to believe, 
that there are Hermaphrodites in human 


Nature. And therefore, whenſoever 


the Parts of both Sexes are ſeen diſtinct 
in any Subject, they are not in the 
ſame, but in different Bodies preterna- 
turally join'd, and coaleſced together in 
the Uterus, by Compreſſion, Heat, In- 
flammation, or ſome other ſuch Accident; 
of this there lately was an Example in 
Town at Charing-Croſs, which had the 
Heads ſeparate, and the Sexes appearing 


a conſiderable Diſtance from each other, 


But who, with the leaſt Propriety, can 
call theſe an Hermaphrodite, each 
Body having it's peculiar Sex, and being 
morbid in their Conjunction. 


The Notions that ſprung up in the 
World concerning this Matter were (no 
doubt) firſt taken from Appearanceg that 
ſometimes have happen'd of an extra- 


ordinary 
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traordinary Elongation in the Clitorides 
of Females; the firſt Idea conceiv'd from 
thence muſt have been that of a Penis, 
and the Appearance of a Vulva join'd to 
it raiſed an Opinion of both Sexes in the 
fame Body; hence proceeded the In- 
vention of a proper Name for the ſur- 
priſing Unity of both Sexes; and hence, 
the Fictions of Poets, which the Learn- 
ed are well acquainted with. It will not 
be very difficult to account in ſome Mea- 
ſure, for the riſe of ſuch erroneous Ima- 
ginations, if we only conſider how igno- 
rant the World was in former Ages of the 
animal Structure, and even of thoſe that 
underſtood ought of it, how few there 
were, who (from the Obſcurity of the 
Clitoris in Females in a natural State) 
knew that any ſuch Part exiſted :; It is 
therefore not much to be wonder'd at, 
that at the firſt Sight of a large Clitoris, 
divers odd Conjectures ſhould ariſe, and 
ſupply the Fancy of thoſe unſkill'd in a 
due Knowledge of the Part, with Mat- 
ter ſufficient for ths EreQion of a new 
Doctrine. 


An 
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An Opinion of any kind, when once 
on foot, is a Law to Poſterity, till repealed 
by the Doubts and Scrutinies of the 
Learned and Curious. Doubt is the only 
Path to Truth; for by this we examine, 
Aearch, and diſcern Truth from Error; 
natural Hiſtory affords Examples enough 
of Falſhoods copy'd and handed down 
from Age to Age, through the whole 
Claſs of Writers, who never doubted 
each other, and conſequently were never 
able to know the Truth of Things, up- 
on which many Volumes have been 
wrote; and it is matter of no ſmall ſur- 
prife, that Authors never were able to 
take the leaſt hint from the Practice 
of the People of ſome of the Afiatich, 
as well as the African Nations, concern- 
ning theſe large Clitorides; for as in 
both theſe Parts of the World, the Wo- 
men have them moſt commonly vety 
long, and the People knowing that the 
Length of them produces two Evils, viz. 
the hindering the Coitus, and Womens 
abuſe of them with each other, wiſely 

cut 
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cut or burn them off while Girls are 
young, and at the ſame time never enter- 
tain the leaſt Notion of the Exiſtence of 
any other Nature beſides the Fetnale in 
thoſe Subjects who are thus depriv'd of 
that uſeleſs Part. 


This Knowledge is not confin'd to 
Men of Science alone amongſt the 
Egyptians and Ethiopians, nor indeed 
amongſt the Afiaticks ; for every Parent 
knows when the Child has this part 
longer than ordinary, and peforms the 
Operation at a proper Time ; which De 
Graaff ſeems very much to approve *: 
And the Excifion of this Part is as 
© neceſſary as it is decent to thoſe 
* Eaſtern People. — Which was alſo 
perform'd and taught, by ſeveral of the 
ancient Phyſicians , as particularly as 
any other Operation whatſoever ; and 

yet 
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Eſtque hujus partis Chirurgia orientalibas tam ne- 


ceſſaria quam decora. 


+ Albucaſ. Chap. LXXI. de cura Tentiginis, 
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yet even in our own Days, we find ſome 
Anatomiſts of ,Repute confeſſing a double 
Nature, and a Mixture of Sexes in the 
ſame Body, and others calling the Labia 
pudendi a divided Scrotum, and fancying 
Urine and Semen to paſs thro' the Clitoris. 
But it is obſervable, that where there is a 
perfect Penis and Scrotum found in a 
Child, there is never the leaſt Sign of any 
Part proper to a Female annexed to it; 
but that, on the contrary, whatſoever 
Subject is ſaid to be an Hermaphrodite 
has the Feminine Parts in Perfection, 
and no Penis nor Scrotum, nor, accord- 
ing to De Graaf's Diſſection, any Or- 
gan ſerving to their Nutrition, Action, 


Accretion, or any other Function, but 


only the Clitoris (common to all Women) 
ſomewhat larger than Ordinary, which 
will fully appear when we come to 
pea of him. 


There are many Authors who have 
given Hiſtories of Women that have 
been detected in the Abuſe of ſuch large 
Clitorides, calling them Te8z;, Confri- 

catrices, 
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catrices, and the like, the Recital of one 
from Tulpius * may not be amiſs, who 
after relating ſome Paſlages tranſacted 
by one of theſe and a certain Widow, 
makes this Reflection, Though the 
* Clitoris for the moſt Part lies hid, yet 
* ſeveral have it ſo large, that they are 
© thought by the Ignorant to be tranſ- 
formed into Men; but that this (whoſe 
* Hiſtory he writes) was in all reſpects 
* a perfect Woman, having only the 
« Clitoris half a Finger's Length.“ And 
fince this worthy Author has given us 
this Story ſo ſuitable to our preſent Pur- 
poſe, it will not be unſeaſonable in this 
Place, to take ſome Notice of a Memoir 

in

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in the Tranſactions of the Royal Society, 
preſented by one Dr Thomas Allen *, the 
Subject of which he calls an uncom- 
mon Luſus, and fays, This Herma- 
< phrodice is not to be reckon'd amongſt 
the Tela eg of the Greeks, nor to 
be equal'd by any Deſcription yet ex- 
* tant, Theſe Tpifaſs were no more 


than Women with Clitorides larger than 


ordinary. Such of them as are fo may 
be capable, perhaps, of that Action from 
whence the Name aroſe, whether they 
perform it or not; and by conſidering 


the Sequel of this Hiſtory, we ſhall find 


the Subject he deſcribes to be no other 
than a very Woman, ſuch as Twulpius 
has given the Hiſtory of. He ſays, at 
* fix Years of Age, the Child playing 
and wreſtling with her fellow Chil 
* dren, there appeared two Tumours 
© like Hernias, but they proved Teſticles, 
* differing from thoſe of a Man only in 
« this, that each had its own diſtinct 

Scrotum. 
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« Scrotum ; but in ſuch a Manner, that 
© the Production of both form'd the 
© Labia of the Vulva. 


Our Author, after arming our Imagi. 
nations with an Expectation of ſomething 
yery extraordinary proceeds to deſcribe 
2 true Female Child, only. he would 
allow her a Pair of Teſtes, but in- 
ſtantly owns the Scrota of theſe form'd 
the Labia. It would have been altogether 
as well to have ſaid at once, the Labia 
were thicker than ordinary, for he could 
not poſitively ſay they were Teſtes with- 
out the Diſſection of them, which was 
out of his Power, ſince we find him 
tracing her Hiſtory to a more advanced 
Age. But further, he proceeds thus : 


In the Sinus, or Fiſſura Magna, the 
* Nymphz and Carunculz myrtiformes 
* appear'd entire, and half the Vulva 
* was cover'd with a thin Membrane 
* from the Perinzum; and there was no 
Appearance of a Clitoris ; the Uterus 
and 
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© and its Neck were exactly like thoſe 
of a Female. 


What has this Author deſeribed here, 


but a perfect Female? As to the 


Nymphæ's being entire, they are never 
known to be otherwiſe, except a Di- 
laceration of them happens by ſome vio- 
lence; the Carunculæ are indeed liable 
upon flight Occaſions to be broken, 
however in ſo young a Subject it would 
be very ſtrange to find them ſo, therefore 
there is nothing exrraordinary in this 
Part of his Deſcription ; but if he ſhould 
mean by the Word entire, that theſe two 
Parts were conjoin'd together, his Notion 
of them ſeems Tomewhat imperfect, for 
the Nymphæ have their riſe at the Cli- 
toris, and are loſt on each Side before they 
reach the Orifice of the Vagina; whereas 
the Carunculæ Myrtiformes are within 
the ſame, out of any Manner of Com- 
munication with the former. The thin 
Membrane * from the Perinæum that 

| | covered 
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cover'd half the Orificium Vagine is 
not an uncommon caſe ; for in ſeveral 
this Skin runs over 'the whole Part, and 
therefore this, no more than any Part of 
the above Deſcription, is tobe counted pro- 
per to an Hermaphrodite. Again, there 
was no Appearance of a Clitoris, and the 


Uterus and its Neck were exactly like 


thoſe of a Female. Though the Clitoris 
might have been then but ſmall, yet that 
ſhe had it is moſt certain, for in ſome 
they grow ſurpriſingly in a little Time, 
and what our Author calls a Penis after- 
wards is nothing elſe ; but how he could 
find out that the Uterus and Cervix were 


| like others is a Riddle, ſince every Ana- 


tomiſt knows how remote theſe are from 


Sight in a living Subject.

At laſt he ſays, ſhe paſs'd for a Wo- 
man till the thirteenth Year, — when 
* kneading of Dough, all of a ſudden, 
* a Penis broke forth, four Inches long 
in an Erection, ſituated as in a Man, 
with a Glans and Preputium faſten'd 
to the Frænum, but the Glans being 
| C _ © unper- 
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© imperforated deny'd egreſs to the 

© Semen, wherefore it made its way thro 

© the Pudendum Muliebre, ne in a 
* refluent Manner. 


It is no wonder ſhe ſhould paſs for a 
Woman, who, according to our Author, 
had all the Feminine Parts to ſuch Per- 
fection; and though the Accretion and 
Protrufion of the Clitoris was never fo 
ſudden, yet there is not the leaſt Reaſon 
to aſcribe to her a virile Nature, becauſe 
the Female Parts remain'd as perfect as 
before, without the leaſt Metamorphoſis, 
and ſhe had her Menſes regularly from 
her ſixteenth during the two following 
Years, at which time, ſays our Author 
they ceaſed, and ſhe began to have a 
Beard, Hair on her Body, Voice, Breaſts, 
Thorax, Iſchia, and many other 'things 
like thoſe of a Man. However, this 
ſudden Growth of the Clitoris is not to 
be credited, for thoſe who 'ſhew a 
Child of this Nature will tell any Lye 
to render the Thing more ſurpriſing, as, 
for example, who by reading the Bill of 

the 
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the little French Girl, could imagine any 
other than that, in an erect Poſture, ſhe 
was only 16 Inches high ? Whereas 


-when her Limbs came to be view'd, the 


Spectators found themſelves miſtaken, 
for the Perſon never ſet forth in his Bill 


that ſhe ſat when ſhe was meaſured, or 


that her Limbs were folded over each 
other, Hence it appears that the Nar- 
rations of theſe kind of Things are al- 
ways falſe, and the Subjects never anſwer 
the Character or Deſcription of them gi- 
ven by the Owners. 


The Doctor here believes the Man's 
Deſcription of this Subject, and accord- 
ingly gives the Memoir to the Royal So- 
ciety; but the Owner makes a Change 
in his Story of the Girl when he car- 
ries her to Utrecht, where he ſhew'd her 
in 1668, at which time ſhe was about 
one or two and twenty Years old, being 
born in February 1647, according to our 


Author, and in that Town fhe had her 


Menſes regularly, which the Doctor fays 
ſtopp'd at her eighteenth Year ; but the 
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Variation made in the Hiſtory of her 


will farther appear, when we come to take 
notice of Dremerbroeck who ſaw her at 
that Town in Holland, and gives a Hi- 
ſtory of her in his Book of Anatomy. 


The Doctor calls the Extremities of 
the Nymphæ a Frænum, which he ſays 
faſten'd the Glans and Præputium; for in 
all Females of this kind, the Nymphe ariſe 
in an acute Angle on the under fide of the 
End of the Clitoris, which will appear 
in our Deſcription hereafter, but owns 
the Glans was imperforated, wherefore 
© the Semen made its way "through the 
* Pudendum Muliebre;' it would have 
been better and more judicious, not to 
have ſaid a Word of the Semen's being 
deny'd a Paſſage thro the Glans, and fo 
going back in a refluent Manner the 
other Way, except he had a Mind to 
demonſtrate by what Road it had ſuch a 
refluent Paſſage. The inconſiſtencies 
that appear thro' this whole Narration 
from firſt to laſt, ſhould promiſe no great 
Credit, for it is entirely taken from the 
1 | Owner 
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Owner of the Girl, and ſecurely pre- 
ſented to the Royal Society, without the 
Author's conſidering that no one Part of 
his Hiſtory can be reconciled to the 
known Laws of the Structure of the hu- 
man Body. I ſhould not omit in fine, 
to take notice of one Word more» 
* That at the Sight of a Woman her 
© Penis was erected, and became flacid 
© at the Sight of a Man; from this I 
can conceive no other, than that ſhe had 
more deſire to the Woman than the 
Man; and yet a little after he ſays, ſhe 
caſt her Eyes upon a handſome Man 
and fell in Love with him. But as I 
have faid above, Diemerbroeck will in his 
turn illuſtrate more particularly how little 
credit ought to be given to the Tales of 
Shew-men, by the Learned, 


It has been often argued by Authors, 
that theſe Confricatrices are more in- 
clined to deſire the Acceſs of Women 
than of Men, and being willing to fa- 
vour the Opinion of both Sexes being 
found in one Perſon, draw from that 
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Argument this Concluſion, that there- 
fore there muſt be as much of a Maſcu- 
line nature, as of a Female in them. To 
this it is anſwer'd : That they do not de. 
fire Women more than Men, from a 
mere natural Inclination, but becauſe by 
a Gratification of this Nature there is 
not ſo much danger of being expos'd ; 
therefore a Congreſs like this is the more 
eagerly ſought after, and agreed on by 
two Females fo inclin'd, fince by an over 
long Clitoris in one, both find their ac- 
counts anſwer'd, without fear of that Acci- 
dent, that is the neceflary Conſequence 
of dealing with Men; for that Part 
being, as all allow, the Seat of great 
Titulation, it is no wonder it ſhould 
be ſtimulated by being embraced in the 
the Vagina, nor that the Receiver ſhould 
alſo be effected by ſuch Frication, as 
well as by a Penis Virilis; thus I hope it 
appears * that this Concluſion is ill 
ane 


Another Argument made uſe of is: 
that thoſe * Hermayſhtodites have 
, 0 
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Beards like Men and Hair on ſome of their 
Breaſts. This can make but very little to- 
wards proving a Maſculine Nature in them; 
for ſuppoſing ſome of theſe Fricatrices 
to have Hair Sc. as above, yet there 
are many Women with Hair between their 
Breaſts and on their Chins, ho deſerve no 

ſuch Repute; one I have often ſeen whoſe 
Arms to the Fingers Ends were covered 
with long black Hair, having a Beard 
alſo on her Chin, who was the Wife of 
a Man of Fortune by whom ſhe had 
eight or nine Children, I have alſo, at 

the Hotel de Dieu at Paris, ſeen a Body 
open'd that was hairy in the fame Man- 
ner, without any Sign of a Maſculine 
Nature whatſoever. Again, ſeveral Wo- 
men advanced in Years have great Quan- 
tities of Hair on the Chin, but the 
Number of theſe as well as the former, 
among Women, are but few ; and thoſe 
that are ſo ought no more to have any 
ſuch Character aſcribed to them, on that 
account, than that many Men who want 
Beards ſhould be faid to partake of a 
Feminine Nature, and want the Power 
| C4 of 
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of exerciſing the Functions of a Man ; 
but daily Experience ſhews us theſe are 
as prolifick, and produce as many Signs 
of Virility, as any others whatſoever. 


There have been many Reports of 
Perſons who, in a certain Proceſs of Time, 
have been faid to change their Sex ; and 
many * Authors have handed ſuch Ac- 
counts with great Confidence to the reſt 
of Mankind, which, like a Contagion, 
has infected them into a Belief of the 
Matter; a brief View of the Source of 
ſuch Rumours may be of Uſe here, to 
ſhew how credulous ſome have been in 
receiving Stories of ſtrange Things, and 
how indolent and ſupine in finding out 
the Truth of ſuch. 


1. The | 
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1. The Firſt Origin or Reaſon of this 
Notion then 'appears in the Account of 
Dr Allen's Hermaphrodite, viz. that the 
Girl was changed into a young Man ; 
which is ſo clearly laid down already in 
his Story, that here needs no Repetition, 


2. The Second appears to be taken 
from actual. Male Children, who were 
ſometimes miſtaken for Females at their 
Birth, only from the Penis's being as it 
were ſhrunk into a Chink, and the Teſtes 
alſo not yet fallen into the Scrotum, 
which remaining ſo for ſome time till 
(a proper Senſe of the Sex beginning to 
dawn in them) the Parts begin to ſwell, 
and be protruded and extended towards 
a natural Size, Thus ſeveral Children 
have been, through Ignorance, baptized, 
| habited, and reputed Maidens ; and, upon 

the aforeſaid Protruſion of the Parts, faid 
to change their Sex and be transformed 
into Men; which many Writers have 
taken Pains to maintain. 


Of 
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Of this Nature, was one ſeen by Caſþ. 
Bauh. T, and Fel. Plat, who was called 
Anne, about 24 Years old, and was hir'd 
as a Maid Servant to a Countryman ; The 
Mafter obſerv'd, that this Servant, upon 
ſome Occaſions, was in greater favour 
with his Wife, than himſelf ; and there. 
fore brought the Affair before a Magi- 
ſtrate, who committed the Examination 
of the Perſon to thefe two Phyficians, 
the former of whom gives the following 
Account of the Matter“:

and had a long Penis, and the Præpu- 


© tium drawn back and well worn ; he had ,

not deſcend into the Scrotum, but re- 
* main in the Inguina) which we per- 
ceiv'd by touching, but that on the 
© left Side, nothing was to be perceiv'd 
neither during the Coitus nor other- 


* wiſe; nor did any thing ever flow from 
the aforeſaid Rima or Chink. 


Here was therefore a perfect Man, 
miſtaken for a Female Child at the Birth, 
on account of the inviſibility of the 
Teſtes, and the Appearance of that ſu- 
perficial Chink in the Perinæum *. 


3. A Third Reaſon for ſuch Reports 


has been taken fram Boys having been 
concealed in Female Drefles, for ſome 
political or ly Occaſions, and fo

* Sce Columbus and Paree: 
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continu'd under that Acceptation, till ei- 
ther Matters came to ſuch a Criſis as 
render'd their Caſe leſs dangerous, or 
till Beards and other Signs of Virility 
have occaſion d a Declaration of their 
true Sex, and a Change of Habit. The 
Vulgar now make a Rumour of a mi- 
raculous Change in Children, whom they 
before accepted of as Females; the Re- 
port takes wing, and is catch'd by ſeveral 
who commit the Story ſuperſtitiouſly to 
Poſterity, without any Manner of En- 
quiry into the Nature of the Thing. 


A Caſe of this Nature is cited by Die- 
merbroeck, which happen'd in the Time 
of Ferdinand I, King of Naples ; it was 
of two Children, who were call'd Carola 
and Franciſca, and were reported to have 
changed their Sexes upon the Appear- 
s [ance of Beards growing on them, which 
2 heir Mother gave out was miraculouſly 
e done, upon which ſhe changed their 
o [Habits for thoſe of Men. The Story 
d reached Fulgoſus's Ears, and he wrote it 
_ [confidently and ſecurely, and yet our 
Author 
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An Enquiry into the Nature 
Author Dzemerbroeck diſcredits it very 
much, fince the Rumour proceeded from 
the Mother and no other Witneſs, with 
whom the rational Part of the World 
muſt concur. 


Fohan. Bauhin. furniſhes Skenckius * 
with a Hiſtory of a young Man, who 
was thought to be a Gul, by all his Ac- 
quaintance ; becauſe he fat in the Manner 
of Women to make Water, which was 
occaſion d by the Glans Penis's being 


imperforated, and having a Paſſage for 


Urine under the Penis; he lay with Wo- 
men and was dreſs d and employ'd as 
one all his Life; and dying of a Peſti- 
lential Diſeaſe, was, by order of a Ma- 
giſtrate, open d, and found to be a per- 
fect Man in all reſpects, without any 
Part proper to the other ** in the 
leaſt. 


In all probability, if he had been de- 
tected, when alive, he would have pre-

did the Mother of the above Carola and

There * was an Opinion amongſt the 
Greek and Arabian Phyſicians, concern- 
ing a great Analogy between the Male 
and Female Genitals as to their Struc- 
ture, who ſtrenuouſly aſſert, that theſe 
differ in nothing but their Situation, that 
is, they compare the Cervix and Vagina 
Uteri to the Penis, and the Fundus 
to the Scrotum, only they are _—_ 
or rather not protruded, and that which 
hinders their Protruſion in Women, ac- | 
cording to theſe Authors, is the want of 
Heat and ſufficient force of Nature, It 
would be a Digrefſion from our preſent 
Purpoſe, if we ſhould enter upon a com- 
parative View of the Parts of Generation

Here was a poor Girl whoſe Parents 
ignorantly believing ſhe was a Boy from 
the Length of the Clitoris, dreſs'd her 
up, and employ'd her as ſuch in the 
Buſineſs of Life ; ſhe no doubt believ'd 
herſelf fo, until ſhe was better inſtructed 
by her Fellow-Servant ; and here is Mat- 
ter and 'Foundation, altogether as pro- 
bable and ſufficient for Poets or Hiſto- 
rians to build upon, as any heretofore 
taken notice of; and, in fine, hence it 
plainly appears, that it is with equal right, 
that human Nature may be ſaid to be 
capable of admitting of two Natures 
Male and Female, 'in one'Body, and of 
changing from cane to the other. 
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Another is told by * Caſpar Baubin. 
of a Child who was baptized as a Male, 
and was brought up a Taylor by Trade, 
went afterwards into the Army, and 
| ſerv'd as a Soldier both in Hungary and 
Flanders, marry'd a Wife, and liv'd 
ſeven Yeats with her, at the End of 
which, our Soldier one Night rofe from 
the Wife, complaining of great pains in 
the Belly, and in half an Hour, was de- 
livered of a Darighter. When the Story 
came before the Magiſtrates, an Exatnina- 
tion was made, and the poor Female 
Soldier confefs'd herfelf of both Sexes, 
and that a Spaniard had cohabited with 
her once (only) in Flanders, by which 
ſhe proved with Child ; that the Wife 
had concealed her want of what might 
be expected from a Huſband, with whom 
ſhe never was able to act in any wiſe, 
during their (ſeven Vears) living to- 
gether.

F Hermaphrodites actually exiſted, 

ſure their might have been before 
now ſome probable Conjectures made 
to ſhew the Reaſons, or Neceſſity of 
ſuch Beings upon Earth, fince ſo many 
Authors have been buſy'd about them 
from the Beginning of the World. But 
there appears throughout their ſeveral 
Opinions, ſo general a Train of Abſurdi- 
ties, that I cannot but wonder, they 
were any more ſatisfactory to Mankind 
in their Days than they are to me at pre- 
ſent. However, when the ſeveral Cauſes 


laid down by certain Authors from Tine 


to Time, for the producing of thoſe 
Creatures, are conſider'd, it will not be 
a difficult Matter to point out innume- 
rable Errors amongſt them, and deny 


that 
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that thoſe Cauſes can produce any ſuch 
Effect as a double Nature in human 
Bodies. 


The fiMft then that I ſhall take notice 
of is that of Conflantinus Africanus *, 
who accuſes Nature of being hindered, 
or of forgetting its duty in the Forma- 
tion of the Fœtus, and by this Miſtake 
Hermaphrodites are generated,

| Avicenna * ſums up a great many 
| Cauſes for Maſculinity and Femineity, 
as his Tranſlator Gerardus Cremonenſis 
tranſlates it: For the former, or the Pro- 
duction of Males, the Heat and Abun- 
dance of the Sperma virile; its being 
promoted from the right Teſticle; becauſe 
(according to our Author) it is of a thicker 
Conſiſtence, more hot, and drawn from 
the Right-Rein, e rene dextro ; which 
is, fays he, both warmer and higher than 
the other as being nearer the Liver ; its

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falling into the right Side in the Coitus, 
&c. and that on the other Hand Females 
are engender'd by Cauſes contrary to

leaſt, to contradict them, we are inclin'd 
to believe them his own alſo. 


Now from this Manner of accounting 
for Maſculinity and Femineity, or the 
Production of Males and Females, there 
ariſes a third Doctrine to which this 
Author ſeems to aſſent, and by which 
he accounts for the riſe of Hermaphro- 
dites; and tho' he confeſſes that ſome 
ſay ſo; which ſignifies he has it from 
others, yet he delivers it with an Air of 
Approbation, and conſequently was not 
diſpleaſcd with the Hypotheſis *.

If a limitted Time was neceſſary thu, 


as, that for the firſt five Days after the 
Ceſſation of the menſtrual Diſcharge, 
Males only are begotten, it ſhould hav 
been univerſally known by Experience 
long ago, ſince the Opinion was as early 
Avicenna; and none of thoſe that we daily 
ſee very anxious for Male Heirs, would 
ever want them, if their Conſorts were 
breeding Women, and this the Caſe 
Again, no Lady that languiſhes for 1 
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be long in Pain about it, if ſhe could by 
Coition at any certain Time be capable 
of chufing one ; nor in fine, would any 

unn

ſuch Appearance happen in human Na- 
ture, as is erroneouſly reputed Hermaphro- 
dital, if ſuch were never produced, but 
after the twelfth Day from thoſe times of 
the Menſes; for Mankind would, at 
ſach Seaſons, avoid the Act of Genera- 
tion; leſt Beings ſo infamous, as they 
are ſuperſtitiouſly thought, ſhould be the 
Product of their Embraces. 


Vet, notwithſtanding Avicenna (ſays 
Lemnius *) does not account for this 
Doctrine, I will endeavour to reaſon 
© upon it, and ſupport it; which is an 
Evidence that he was ſo fond of it, that 
beſides laying it down as the Opinion of 
the former, in order to gain the more 
Credit for the Notion, he runs into an 
anatomical Way of enlarging on it; the 
bare Recital of which, without the leaſt 
Animadverſion on it, will be ſufficient to 
ſhew every judicious Reader, how Errors 
beget Errors, and may ſucceſſively do fo,

Dominicus Terrelius * imagines, the 
Cauſe to be in the Poſition of the Fe-

* which ought not to be ſupine, becauſe 
* then the Semen, remaining in the

And tho' this Author does not ſeem 
to think of a Number of Cells in the 
Uterus, yet according to his Notion for 
this Doctrine, he ſuppoſes Nouriſhment 
is drawn from each fide of the Uterus to 
the Center, where he ſays the Semen is 
lodg'd, and being ſomewhat different, 
as to their Heat and Cold, the Mixture 
of theſe two kinds of Nouriſhment 
cauſes a promiſcuous Sex ; which he 
compares to certain Women of Tuſcany 
call'd Lunenſes, who, ſays he, being 
careleſs of their Poſition after the Re- 
ception of the ſeminal Matter in Coitu, 
brought forth many W 
from time to time. | 


Now, that the Semen ſhould lodge in 
the Middle of the Uterus, and not in 
the reſt of its Cavity, is very ſtrange, 
fince there is but one Cavity, and no 
manner of Partition to confine it in one 
more than another; and as to the 
Capacity of the Cavity of the Uterus, it 
is known ta be very ſmall, inſomuch 
E 3 that 
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that if we may ſuppoſe any of that Mat- 
ter paſſes into it, it is impoſſible but the 
whole muſt be filld, conſidering the 
Quantity of that Fluid that is gene- 
rally injected at. ſuch Times. 


But how ridiculous a Notion muſt it 
be, that in ſo ſmall a thing as the Uterus, 
when empty, a hot nutritious Juice 
ſhould occupy one fide, and a cold one 


the other; beſides, if it were incumbent 


on Women, after Coition, to place them- 
ſelve in a certain Poſition, for fear of 


having monſtrous Children, there would 


certainly be great danger of the Produce 
of many; for we may be confident no 
ſuch Care is taken at thoſe times, by 
o Woman e 


- Bmpedacles thinks, that in the Forma- 
tion of Hermaphrodites, the Parts of 


the different Sexes are drawn from: the 


Parents in the Coitus; that is, thoſe of 
the Male from the Male Parent, and 
thoſe of the Female from the contrary 
Sex that begets them.

If we muſt, from this Opinion, ſup- 
poſe, that no Particle in the Semen 
Virile can contain any thing that might 
contribute to the Formation of a female 
Part of Generation, nor in the Semen 
Muliebre to that of the Parts of the 
Male; It is to be much fear'd, ſome- 
thing abſurd muſt be the Conſequence ; 
for allowing that Hypotheſis held and 
receiv d by Hypocrates, Galen, and many 
of the Learned that followed them, 
that the Fœtus is always form'd of both 
theſe Semina mingled together, it muſt 
follow, from the Notion held by Empe- 
docles, that no other than a Child of 

E 4 two 
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two Sexes could be produced, and con- 
ſequently the entire Race of Mankind 
muſt have been Hermaphrodites, fince 
it was neceſſary both ſhould contribute 


ſomething, in order to conſummate the 
Act of Generation. Or elſe, that if the 


Females ſhould have no ſuch Matter, 


as is call'd Seminal, that of the Males 
would always produce a Male by vir- 
tue of theirs alone, when injected into 


the Female, 


But we are, according; this Hypotheſis, 
at a terrible Loſs to know (if the Males 
had no ſeminal Matter) how a Female 
could be produced, ho the latter were 
never ſo well ſtored with ſach female 
ſeminal Matter; becauſe, the former 
being without it, there could be no con- 
ſummate Coitus, and conſequently no 
Female; ſo that, to ſum up this Opi- 


nion, we muſt conclude, if both contri- 


bute, Hermaphrodites muſt enſue ; if 
the Males only, Males muſt only be 
born; but if Males have nothing to 
emit, neither Male nor Female could

The Opinion of Parmenides, an an- 
cient Greek Author, appears in the fol- 
lowing Lines, tranſlated by Cælius Sicien-

* When the Semina of a Man and 
Woman are mixed together, the form- 
ing Virtue, preſerving a due Moderation 
and Temperature, will produce Bodies 
properly made; for if there be an Op-

of Oppoſition or Neglect in reſiſting, or 
letting the Semina go on their own way 
in the Formation of the Fœtus, which is 
much the ſame with Conſtant. Africanus's 
Accuſation of Forgetfulneſs or Impedi- 
ment; and therefore what is ſaid under 
that Author, will ſuffice for the render- 
ing this Opinion alſo of little Worth. 


The Principles laid down by Averroes 
* are no leſs particular than others juſt 
mentioned; he ſays, The Semen Muliebre 
abounds with, or is conſtituted of, Par- 
ticles adapted to the Nature of every 
Member in the Body, and in, order to 
account for a Superfluity of Members in 
a Body, he draws this Concluſion from 
thence; that if the ſeminal Matter in a 
Female is more than is neceſlary for 


the Formation of one Child, and leſs 


than will make two, the ſuperfluous 


— —

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Part will form ſuperfluous Limbs to the 
one Child, according to the Nature of 
the Particles it contains ; that is, if it 
conſiſts of Particles fit for the Head, 
there will be two Heads, and ſo of the 
Hands, Feet, Sc. and then he adds “, 
The Cauſe is much the ſame, when the 


Parts of Generation of both Sexes exiſt 
in any Perſon.” And that on the other 


Hand, if their be a Deficiency of the 
ſeminal Matter, ſome Limb or other 
muſt be wanting. 


If this be thought a juſt Hypotheſis, 


then we cannot but ſuppoſe, there is 


a great and moſt miſerable Reſtraint upon 
the whole animal Part of the Creation; 
for if it be abſolutely neceſſary that ſuch a 
certain Quantity (and no more, nor leſs) 
is to be expended on the compleating of a 
proportionable Fœtus, I am of Opinion 
that not one third of the Animals of the 


World

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World would eſcape being Monſters ; 
and the Art and Buſineſs of Phyſicians 
would be more requiſitely employed in 
ordering Regimens, and Calculations to- 
wards the fixing the Suſtenance and 
other Non-naturals, in ſuch Proportion 
to every Animal, as ſhould produce in 
each an exact limited Quantity of 
| ſeminal Matter, than in curing Diſ- 
caſes. 


Butbeſides adjuſting the neceflaryQuan- 
tiy of ſuch ſeminal Matter, it would be 
no leſs difficult to calculate-a Proportion 
of Particles for each Part, ſince our Au- 
thor makes ſome Head-Particles, ſome 


for the Feet, and ſo of the reſt; leaſt, 


tho' the Quantity in the whole may be 
juſt enough, yet, the Head Particles, for 
example, might be too many, when 
there might at the ſame time be leſs of 
any other Part; fo that according to this 
| Notion, a Child might be begotten with 
a Head and half, and but half a Foot. 


| But 
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But Gorreus differs from Averrozs, as 
Liebaultius relates, who would not place 
the Cauſe of Hermaphrodites in the whole 
ſeminal Maſs, but only in thoſe Parts of 
it that are chiefly concern'd in contri- 
buting to the Formation of the Parts of 
Generation of both Sexes ; and therefore, 
ſo general a miſtake is not to be aſcribed 
to him, as to the former, tho' his Suppo- 
ſition is altogether as ill grounded, 


Peucerus * comes into a Claſs with 
Averroes, but tacks ſome little Addition 
to the Doctrine of the latter, of a Super- 
abundance, or Scarcity in any Parts of 
the Semen, their producing a Superfluity 
or want of any of the Members of the 
Body z he lays T, |

This Opinion in general is pretty near 
that of the former Author ; but when he

concile to the firſt Part of his Opinion 
for firſt, - he fays, purſuant to the ſame 
Cauſe, of the Redundancy of ſuch and ſuch 
Matter, Hermaphrodites ariſe, quibus

then, altho' one of the Sexes may be weaker 
and of no Efficacy; nay, ſometimes one 
may be changed or quite aboliſh'd. Indeed 
when he ſays, that one of the Sexes in 
an Hermaphrodite is of no Efficacy, he is 
right ; for our reputed Androgyni, which 
are the Macroclitorideæ, have one of 
theirs ſo, which is the Clitoris; and 
conſequently ought to. be deny'd the 
Character of an Hermaphrodite ; but 
when he fays, one of the Sexes is 
chang'd, he can, with leſs right, call 
them Hermaphrodites. If one be chang- 
ed, it muſt be to ſome other Sex; 
and as there are but two, then there 
muſt be a double Male or female Sex, 
ppon the Alteration, and all this, after 
they have become of this double Nature, 
according to the Cauſe in the firſt Part 
of his Opinion; for a Change is conſe- 
quent to the former State of the thing 

changed. 
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changed. But, in fine, when one Sex is 
aboliſh'd, there ought to remain but a 
perfect Man, or Woman; how there- 
fore can this moſt unaccountable Variety 


be faid to proceed from a Redundancy of 
Particles of any kind whatſoever, 


Pontanus ., beſides being of the 
ſame Opinion with Averrozs, ſeems alſo 
to lay a great deal of blame to Heat, by 


which I ſuppoſe, he means the Calor 


Nativus, becauſe he ſays ,—— he en- 
deavours to make this plain, by likening 
Generation to a Veſſel of Water on a 
Fire ; alledging that a gentle Heat will 
render the Water hot, as well as an in-

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of Generation may be deſtroyed, or become 


monſtrous or prepoſterous by the ſame. 


Innate Heat is indeed a neceſſary Qua- 
lity that. attends every Part as well 
as Action of animal Bodies; but I 
cannot conceive any Exceſs of Heat in 
ſuch Bodies, but what. is ſymptomatick 
of ſome morbid State, and therefore 
not to be aſſign'd as a Cauſe for any 
effect, whether regular or irregular, in 
Generation. 


By this Author's laying ſo much Streſs 
upon inord nate Heat, one would ima- 
gine, he had nothing elſe to blame for 
cauſing Hermaphrodites; yet he joins 
with Peucerus ſo as to mention his very 
Words *, in conſequence of this Notion 
of a Superfluity of Particles producing 
more Members than are natural; and 
makes an offer at explaining this alſo 
in the following Manner; however in-

When therefore this acting or pro- 
creating Virtue directly influences ei- 
ther Sex, ſo as to conquer or quite 
overcome, Women bring forth Chil- 
dren of either Sex; but where ſhe 
partly conquers and partly is ſubdued, 
then the thing is otherwiſe conducted, 
and one both Male and Female is be- 
gotten.“ 


By this Manner of accounting for it, 


we are to ſuppoſe, when the Vis Agens 


chiefly predominates over the Materia 
Seminalis, the Male Sex is begotten; 


and when the ſeminal Matter totally rules 


the Vis Agens, a Female is produced; 
but

but if the latter is partly conquer'd and 
partly overcomes, then one of both Sexes 
is the Conſequence. 


How inconſiderately does this Author 
give way to an erroneous Principle? 
For it is very plain to all Capacities, if 
it be neceffary that ſuch a Power as he 
calls his Vis Agens ſhould accompany 
and direct the ſeminal Matter, in order 
to aſſiſt, and carry on, the Work of Ge- 
neration, that whenſoever ſhe was ſo 
overcome, as not to have any concern in 
the Work, or act upon the ſeminal 
Matter, it ought to be deprived of any 
Manner, or Power, of growing into 
any Form whatſoever ; whereas, by 
our Author's Syſtem, we find, that when 
this Vis Agens has any thing to do, it is 
only towards the Formation of a Male; 
becauſe if ſhe be, as he expreſſes it, 
overcome, the Matter will produce a 
Female of itſelf; ſo that, an Herma- 
phrodite cannot be formed, till the 
Matter and the Vis Agens quar- 
rel, and ftrive for Maſterſhip, when

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in the the Scuffle, each contributes ſome- 


thing towards its favourite Sex, and a foetus 
of both Sexes is made ; yet he does not 
ſay both are perfect; for, as we obſerv'd 


before, he ſays one is obſcure, ſo that 


in the Diſpute they never come off equal; 
and this he proves in theſe Words * ; 
* Nature in Mankind in general diſtin- 
* guiſhes the Male from the Female, ſo 
that both Sexes cannot exiſt in the fame 
Body, in their proper degrees of Per- 
fection. 


This laſt Opinion is not conſiſtent 


with the reſt, becauſe, according to his 


firſt Principles, there ſhould be an abſo- 


lute Male or Female, juſt as either pre- 


vail'd over the other; and an Hermaphro- 
dite, when each was ſo ſtubborn, as to 
force in upon the poor Fœtus it's diffe- 
rent Sex.

The contrary Qualities of Albertus 
Magnus in their Strife about the Forma- 
tion of the Fœtus, are not much unlike 
the foregoing Hypotheſis; he ſays, When 
contrary Qualities join together in 
the Body, either of which is abſolute, 
and, by the help of the Vis Formativa, 
capable of terminating in a different 
Sex, that then Hermaphrodites are be-

Qualities are, for as the Matter is ſtated 
it is hard to apply it; however there 
fore, if by the Contumacy of theſe 
Qualities, a Fœtus may be impreſſed 
with two Sexes, we muſt conclude 
that human Nature is very unhappy under 
the Guidance of ſuch capricious Direc-

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tors; but he ought here more particu- 
larly to lay the blame to the Vis Forma- 
trix; for tho' according to him either 
quality may be complexional of and ter- 


minating in its Sex; yet, theſe are but as 


Inſtruments made ũſe of by the Vis For- 
matrix, to work upon the Matter withal; 
and therefore, the Tools uſed by a 
Workman may be as well blamed for 
making a bad Piece of Work, as theſe 
fuppoſed Qualities; but as this Hypothefis 
in general, is as weak as any of the for- 
mer, enough is faid of it; let us there- 
fore paſs on to another, in -which we 
ſhall find a great Variety. 


Not a few old Authors * imagined 
there were ſeveral Cells and Ditches in 
the Uterus for the Reception of 
Fetus's of the different Sexes ; and thoſe 
who were of Opinion that the Cells were 
but ſeven, thought that three were on 
on the Right-ſide for Males ; as many

The Exiſtence of theſe Cells is eontradicted under 
Pomini Terrcellius, which ſee, 
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on the Left, for Females; and he ſe- 
venth in the middle for Hermaphrodites ; 
which were generated, whenever the Se- 
men Virile happen'd to fall into it- 
Another * ſuppoſes but three, one on 
each ſide for Males and Females, and 
the central Cell for Androgyni; and that 
Nature always intends the Formation 
of a Male, being inclin'd to form the 
© beſt; that a Woman is but a Man, 
having an accidental Change in the Parts, 
and is therefore a Monſter in Nature ; 
that a Male is always begotten, but be- 
cauſe of the ill Diſpoſition of the Ma- 
trix and the Object it contains, and the 
Inequality of the Semen, (whenſoever 
* Nature cannot accompliſh the Forma- 
tion of a perfect Man) a Female or 
* Hermaphrodite muſt be the Conſe-

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If Nature intended the Procreation 
of no Sex but the Male, there would 
have been no Female ; but if it was, at 
firſt, neceſſary, that a Female ſhould ac- 
company the Male in order to propagate 
their Likeneſs and Species, without which 
(itisevident) Generation could neither have 


been begun nor carry'd on, the ſame Nece(- 


ſity muſt always hold, and a Race of Fe- 
males as well as Males ought always to 
continue, in order to carry on that great 


Work. How then are Women Mon- 
ſters i in Nature? 


The firſt Woman as well as the firſt 
Man, when created, were endowed with 
different Organs ſerving to Generation, tho 
in all other Reſpects alike in their Mem- 
bers; and ſince every Woman afterwards 


had

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had no difference in the Formation 
of thoſe Parts, but muſt have been ex- 
actly the ſame with her Female Prede- 
ceſſors, even back to the firſt ; by what 
Reaſon can her Parts be accounted mon- 
ſtrous or accidentally changed? 


Beſides, whatſoever is monſtrous in 
Nature ought to be of no further Uſe in 
the Oeconomy of that particular Syſtem to 
which it properly may be ſaid to belong, 
if in a natural State. But this Hypo- 
theſis is of ſuch a Nature, as ſcarce to be 
worth taking any more trouble to con- 
fute, being the produce of a mere Mon- 
ſter in Nature. 


St Auguſtin, * who was more inclin'd 
to deal in Matters metaphyſical than na- 
tural, makes a long detail of ſeveral 
Kinds of Cripples, and what he calls 
monſtrous Kinds of Men, ſuch as, thoſe 
having but one Eye in the Forehead, 

Pigmies,

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Pigmies, Sciopoda's, Cynocephales, and 
ſuch like ; and propoſes this Queſtion : 
Whether it was from Adam, or the Sons 
of Noah, that ſuch Kinds of Men had pro- 
ceeded ? But ſeems to believe that what- 
ſoever they be, they were brought upon 


the Earth by the ſpecial Appointment of 
God *. 


This he gives as the Cauſe in general, 


but argues that the fame will hold for 
thoſe particularly believed to exiſt in this 
Part of the World, as Hermaphrodites, 
and thoſe of a doubtful Sex .

As yet we know not of any Nation 
or Genus of Men heterogeneous to 
us in their Form, tho' ſome * have wrote 
concerning ſuch ; but later Progreſſes and 
Diſcoveries round the World, ſhew us 
to the contrary ; if ſuch a Nation was 
to be found, we might indeed with 
ſome Reaſon, ſuppoſe them to be a Race, 
created on Purpoſe by God; but we 
muſt not therefore aſſent to the Saint, 
in imagining God to be the immediate 
Author of any Form in thoſe poor 
Children (commonly call'd monſtrous) 
that might be painful or diſadvantageous 
to their well-being and Preſervation ; 
and therefore his Compariſon is not 
juſtly laid down, becauſe, tho' the firſt 
Semina of any Species of Animals are 


planted

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planted by the Ordination of the Al- 
mighty, in an abſolute Manner in the 
Beginning, from which they cannot 
digreſs in their ſucceſſive Generations; 
yet a Woman, poſſeſſing all the greateſt 
Beauties and Proportion in an hereditary 
Succeſſion, may bring forth a Child, 
deformed in every Member; which can 
reaſonably be accounted no other than 
one accidentally injured in the Uterus. 


A Word or two more of this great 
Man may be neceſſary here, to ſhew 
that amongſt thoſe monſtrous Births we 
have enumerated from him, he was not 
leſs certain of the Exiſtence of Herma- 
phrodites, than of any other, which 
appears in theſe Words *.

Theſe amount to the Majority of the 
phyſical Cauſes, commonly aflign'd for 
the Growth of Hermaphrodites ; many 
more as unreaſonable as theſe might be 
drawn from the Opinions of Aſtrono- 
mers *, who have endeavour'd to ac- 
count for ſuch Births, by the Motions 
of certain planetary Bodies, that, they 
think, influence the Actions of Genera.

A general View of other Authors 
concerning Hemaphroaites. 


T is obſervable, that when Authors 
are fond of having their Readers be- 
lieve what they aſſert, they generally 
favour their own Opinions either in De- 


{criptions or Figures, ſo much as even 


to ſtretch from the Truth of the Subject; 
which ſo far anſwers their Ends as to be- 
get in ſome People, indolently credulous, 
a a Belief of what they ſee, and leads 
them into an Error. This will ap- 
pear, by the following Animadverſions 
upon ſuch Authors as I thought would 
further anfwer our Intentions on the 
preſent Occaſion. | 


Of MANARDUS. 


It is not much to be wondered at, 
that the Name Hermaphrodite ſhould be 
ſo

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ſo profuſely made uſe of as it is among 
Men, when we find an Author of no 
ſmall eſteem giving the ſame Name, in a 
general Way, to ſuch as were even 
troubled with ſeveral Kinds of Diſorders * 
in the Pudenda, beſides a ſuppoſed Exi- 
ſtence of both Sexes in the fame Per- 
ſon; for Manardus in a Letter to one 
Michael Sadtanna, a Surgeon, ſends him 
a Liſt of the Diſeaſes incident to the ex- 
terior Parts of the Body, with a ſhort 
Definition of each, and ſpeaking of ſuch 
as he calls atrigue Sexui communes has 


theſe Words :

It is very reaſonable to imagine from 
this Paſſage, that the Author cannot, by 
what he has here laid down, ſignify an 
hermaphrodital Nature in a ſtrict Senſe; 
in any Perſon ; becauſe, according to our 
Definition in the Beginning, there ſhould 
be both Sexes amply ſubſiſting in the 
ſame Body, whereas here he ſays, in 
Men there are three Kinds of them; in 
Women, one ; and therefore if Men or 


Women, how can they be Hermaphro- 
G dites ? 
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reſt of the Chink is the Perinæum *. 
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dites? However, as to the firſt difference 
in Men, where he ſays, the Similitude 
© of a Woman's Parts is ſometimes in 
© the Scrotum.— The firſt Notion we 


can form of it is, that here is a Man 


perfect in the Parts proper to him; beſides 
which the Likeneſs of the Parts of a Wo- 
man in the Scrotum. Now whenever 
any thing like a Fiſſure appears in this 
Manner, I am inclined to believe it is 
the divided Scrotum of certain Authors, 
which are no other than the Labia Mu- 


liebria with the Clitoris over them, be- 


ing equally protuberant to the lowermoſt 
Part of the Orificium Vaginæ. 


The Second is the perfect Man ſtill 
ſuppoſed, and the Likeneſs of the Pu- 
denda Muliebria in the Perinæum. This 
amounts to the ſame thing as the former, 
only the Thickneſs of the Labia reaches 
not down ſo far as the Fiſſura Magna is 
continued; and therefore he ſuppoſes, 
that beneath the ſaid Protuberance, the

„or elſe it is an accidental and ſuperficial Chink, 
for which ſee Columbus and Parrie. 
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The third Diviſion in Men is, only 
the Urine iſſuing out of the Middle of 
the Scrotum. This may indeed be 
ſometimes the Caſe jn Men; for when 
the Glans Penis is not perforated, or is 
by any Diſeaſe cloſed up, Nature often 
finds a Paſſage for the Urine in many 
Places; of which we have ſeveral Caſes 
both from credible Authors, and alſo 
from ſeveral eminent Practitioners in 
Surgery who often meet ſuch Caſes, But 
with what Right this may be call'd an 
hermaphrodital Affair, I cannot imagine, 
and ſhall therefore ſubmit it to the Judg- 
ment of the Reader. From theſe Con- 
ſiderations, it is plain that the two for- 
mer of theſe Diviſions are the very ſame 
with that State of Hermaphroditiſm, that 
the Author allows to Women, in the 
ſame Paragraph, in Women, above the 
* Pudenda, by the Pubis, the Form of the 
* Parts of a Man is prominent. Now, 
ſince he allows, firſt they are Women and 
have their natural Pudenda, whatſoever juts 
out near the Pubis can be nothing but the

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Clitoris, for he does not take upon him 
to ſay, that a Penis and Scrotum appear, 
but the Form of them. Therefore 
Forma Penis is the Clitoris; and the 
Forma Scroti the Labia, 


Here is an Author who makes a flouriſh- 
ing Diviſion of the Word, and applies 
it to Caſes not at all bearing the leaſt 
Proportion or Propriety to the Nature or 
Senſe of it; but rather alienates and 
diſguiſes it, by endeavouring to appear to 
his Friend the more nice upon the Sub- 
ject; but however, from what has been 
ſaid of him, his Diviſion ſeems to ſavour 
rather of Pedantry than Judgment. 


Of RUEFPPE. 


Another Author worthy of Note here, 
and from whom we may gather ſome- 
thing towards arriving at the Truth, is 
Jacobus Rueffe, who gives an Account of 


a Child which he calls an Hermaphrodite

I confeſs the Singularity 
of the Situation of the Female Parts 
above the Penis and Scrotum renders me 
an Infidel to the Story, from the known 
impoſſibility of ſuch a Structure. 80 
that if ſuch a Subject was ſeen, I am 
inclin'd to believe, that what he took 
for the Vulva, and would have us be- 
lieve ſo, was no more than ſome parti- 
cular Mark or Rima in the Skin, ſuch 
things being not uncommon; and we 
need no more wonder at the Author's 
being fond of making it what he does, 
than at others, and not a few, who 
would turn the Clitoris into a Penis Vi- 
rilis, or whimſically turn Boys into 


Girls, and Girls into Boys, and therefore 


as he does not fay, whether himſelf 
had ſcen it, or whether it was commu- 
nicated 
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nicated to him, we muſt conjecture, 
that when a thing is received by hear-ſay, 
it is an eaſy Matter to make a Figure 
anſwerable to the Report, and place 
Parts of Bodies in the Situation that beſt 
ſuits our Story * ; we ſhall find this to be 
pretty near the Caſe, when we come to 
take notice of Ambroſe Paræy under- 
neath. | 


In the ſame Chapter this Author ſays, 
that many Children are born, and even 
grow to conſiderable Ages, whoſe Sex 
is hardly upon Inſpection to be diſtin- 
guiſh'd, The ignorant (ſays he) believe 
them to conſiſt of both, but are much

Here our Author needed not, in this 
Example of Ambiguity, to be at a 
ſtand with regard to the Sex, for from 
his own account, the Child was Male, 
ſince the Teſticuli were conſpicuous, 
tho the Penis might not have been 
protruded; and where theſe are in a

natural State, there cannot be (as is be- 
fore amply proved) any Part proper to 
a Female in the fame individual Body. 
As to the Paſſage that nature found for 
diſcharging the Urine, this could never 
have been a ſufficient Reaſon for the 
doubt he ſeems to lie under, of the Sex, 
becauſe there 1s ſo wide a Difference be- 
tween fuch preter-natural Foraminulæ 
and the Pudenda Muliebria. He hints, 
that Nature was ſo kind to make that 
Paſſage on account of the want of 
the Penis, and yet is ſo loth to. loſe 
it quite, as to affirm that the Penis 
was not entirely wanting, but that it 
turn'd inward, and was carry'd down to 


the little Aperture under the Scrotum. 


This is a very odd kind of Structure, 
and in order to give Credit to our Author, 
we muſt firſt ſuppoſe ſuch another Re- 
flection of the Penis (firſt to be carried 
up before the Os Pubis, and then turn'd 
down again between that and the Scrotum 
to open under it) as that of the Aſpera 
Arteria in the Sternum of the wild 
dwan. 
I can- 
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I cannot deviſe by what Means Credit 
ſhould be given to ſuch Narrations as 
theſe, which ſo far digreſs from human 
Nature's Laws, when not accompanied 
with a very nice and particular anato- 
mick Deſcription of ſuch Parts; and 
even that atteſted by Numbers of Per- 
ſons equally ſkill'd in the fame Science, 
or a publick Society of learned Men, 


whoſe Delight it is to enquire after 


Truth and rectify ſuperſtitious Allega- 
tions of all Kinds, eſpecially in natural 
Hiſtory. At laſt this Author, after in- 
forming us that the Child was received 
and baptiz'd by the People as a Male, 
and not a Female nor Hermaphrodite, 
concludes the Paragraph thus “: But 
© becauſe ſuch Subjects are better perceiv'd 
0 by the Underſtanding, than by Sight; I 
* wasnot willing to repreſent it by any par- 
* ticular Figure, He was very much in

© Women, called, by the Lombardians,

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An Enquiry into the Nature 
thing but the Properties of a Female were 
in her, If otherwiſe, ſhe would never 
have begg'd him to cut off the Part which 


our Author calls a Penis, but in truth 


the Clitoris; and from her earneſt En- 
treaty to have her Femine Parts dilated 
and made capable of receiving the neceſſary 
Part of the contrary Sex; for it is com- 
monly the Caſe in ſuch Women as have 
the Clitoris longer than ordinary, to have 
the Orifice more or leſs, covered with a 
thin * Skin ariſing from the Perinæum;

and the Author might have gratified her 
by a Chirurgical Exciſion of that Part, as 
ſafely as the Ethiopians and Egyptians 
perform the ſame upon their own Chil- 
dren.

and the Anus) where the Section is 
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« deep; and theſe are all the Hertna- 
* phrodites I have met with. 


What an Infatuation it looks like in 
Men, that ſo little Regard ſhould be had 
either to the Nature of the Subject re- 
lated, or even to the very Terms made 
uſe of to expreſs the thing they would 
exhibit. This is plain in our Author, 
and indeed I cannot but think it a great 
deal more neceſſary than is commonly 
imagined, that the Choice of Terms 
ſhould be well concerted, and adapted 


to any Subject with the utmoſt care; 


becauſe a ſmall Difference in a Word 
makes a great Variation in the Idea that 
ſhould be proportioned to the thing 
treated of ; and hence, much better 
Terms than that of Hermaphrodite might 
be drawn from the Diſeaſes of either of 
the Subjects our Author writes of. 


What could here make him ſuppoſe 
this Man tobe an Hermaphrodite, when 
ſuch palpable Marks of the Male Sex 
only were in his View, and not the

The following 
Author Parte was infected with this No- 
tion of Columbus, concerning the Slit in

Let us therefore 
take notice of our Author profeſſing, 
according to the Ancient Notions of Ge- 
neration already hinted at, that an Her- 


maphrodite is produc'd from an equal 


Quantity of the Semina of both Male 
and Female, elaborated together with 
equal Force; which by virtue of the 
Vis Formatrix, or Vis Plaſtica, (the 
Author's Vertue Formatrice) which he 
ſays, endeavouring always to form things 
alike, is the Reaſon why two Sexes are 
form'd in the ſame Body, 


The preſent Notions of Generation are 
greatly different from what is here the 
Faith of our Author, becauſe a better 
Knowledge of the Structure of the Parts, 
which are the Inſtruments of it, has 
taken Place; and certainly an Hypothe- 
ſis is better founded upon an experimen- 
tal Fact, than upon bare Suppoſition; 
for the Ancients, who knew nothing of

the Uſes of Ovaria, nor Fallopian Tubes, 
had no other Way of accounting for 
Generation, but this of our Author, 
which they ſuppos'd from only being 
ſenſible of an Injection of ſomething in 
the Coitus from the Male, and again, 
from believing ſomething to exiſt in the 
Female, which they alſo called Semen, 
the natural Concluſion that aroſe from 
this Conſideration was, that an admixtion 
was made of both, and in order to com- 
plete the Work, that occult Finiſher, 
the Vis Formatrix, was ſummoned to 
aſſiſt till the Fœtus was moulded out. 
The moſt illiterate Grooms have the 
ſame Opinion 'till this Day (tho' they

rilis, to which he does not allow a Præ-

An Enquiry into the Nature 
ſeems as injudicious as it'is uſeleſs. But 
to his third Diviſion “: 


© Hermaphrodites, which are neither

is that of a ſingle Body, with the Vulva 
on the Right Side, and the Penis and 
Scrotum on the Left, cloſe to each other, 
over which he has this Inſcription *:

fion he deſcribes the fame Kind, and 
calls it + © neither one nor t'other: de- 
clares them incapable of Generation, and 
that their Parts ferve for no other Uſe 
than for the Diſcharge of Urine ; but 
leaves us in the Dark as to which of the 
Parts, or whether both, ſerve to this Uſe. 
Now as by the Inſcription over this Fi-

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he himſelf had formed of it. The ſe- 
cond is a Figure of two Children ſtick- 
ing together by the Backs, to both which 
he puts the ſame Marks of the Parts of 
Generation as to the former, as if both 
Children were Hermaphrodites ; and, in- 
deed, he might have as well placed the 
Parts of fifty to the ſame Body, as to 


have been guilty of what appears to have 


been his common way of proceeding, for 
he feigns or borrows Figures to ſerve 
every Occaſion ; this clearly appears by 
comparing this Author's Figures with 
thoſe of Fac. Rueffe ; for. he makes one 
of the Figures of that Author ſerve to 
illuſtrate two different Stories; he tells of 
Monſters with four Hands, and as many 
Feet; but this, with ſeveral others of the 
like Kind, may be the Subject of ano- 
ther Place *.

As to this fourth Diviſion he makes of 
Hermaphrodites, which is allowing the 
Parts of both Sexes Perfection, as well as 
a Power of exerciſing either to the ſame 
Perſon, I believe, from what has been 
ſaid, this, as well as the others before, 
may be ſet at nought; however, a Word 
or two more concerning the Reaſons and 
Cauſes he aſſigns for Hermaphrodites will 
further confute this Author. The Cauſe 
he ſays is, as was before mentioned, an 
Elaboration, or working together with 
equal Force in all Reſpects, of the Se- 
mina of both Male and Female, in the 
Uterus, that produces the two Sexes in 
one Body. Now ſince according to this 
Syſtem. ſeveral of the old Authors, from 
whom he had this Opinion, held the 
ſeminal Matter to be as abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary to Generation in a Woman, as in a

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Man; and as they were ſtrongly of Opi- 


nion, that a Kind of Paſte was formed 


of both together, to make a Fœtus com- 
pleat, an equal Quantity on each Side 
ought to produce the more perfect Child, 
and not at all any thing monſtrous, even 
(I fay) according to this very Syſtem, 
held by them; and this agrees fo well 
with another Part of their Opinions in 
general, (which is, that a Defect in the 
Quantity of the ſeminal Matter on either 
Side was the Cauſe of a Deficiency in 
ſome Member or other of the Offspring) 
that it is ſurprizing to find that Reaſon 
aſſigned for a Cauſe of a monſtrous Pro- 
duction, which neceſſarily appears to be, 
in their own way of arguing, a much 
better one for the Formation of a perfect 
Child,

In reading ſome foreign Authors, who 
wrote large Pieces in Medicine *, it 
f plainly

plainly appears, (as I have before hinted 
very often) they did little elſe than copy 
from one another, becauſe probably as 
they were ambitious of writing, and one 
ſtrove who ſhould excel the other in the 
Quantity more than the Merit of the 
Work, ſo the Improvements that might 
reaſonably be expected from ſucceeding 
Writers lay neglected: Whereas if that 
beneficial Method, ſo much the Practice 
of our own Authors, was but proſecuted 
by ſome of thoſe Foreigners, of handling 
and conſidering any one particular Part 
of the Science, they might have had 
Time to be ſomewhat more accurate and 
inſtructive. Our Author ſeems to be of 
that Set, who thought ſo well of the 
Diviſion of Manardus, concerning the 
Doctrine of Hermaphrodites, that he 
was content to write the ſame Thing 
with that Author, with very little Va- 
riation. And as we have conſidered 
him already, the leſs of this preſent 
Author will ferve, and that only a 


comparative View of both, which, I 


hope, 
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hope, will be found neceſſary in this 
Place *: 


Such as have two Natures are called 

Hermaphrodites; in Men it happens 
three different Ways; when there ap- 
pears a ſmall Vulva in the Perinzum ; 
again in the Scrotum, but. without any 
Diſcharge of Excrements, and the fame 
with a Diſcharge of Urine; in Wo. 
men one Kind; when a Penis is pro- 
minent in the Place of the Clitoris, at 
the lower Part of the Pubis. 


Now the Difference that we find be- 
tween theſe Authors is, that the Mulie- 
bre pudendum exiguum of the former, is 
the Similitudo muliebris pudendi of the 
latter. And alſo our Author, inſtead of

ſaying, with Manardus, aliquando in Scro- 
fo, ſays cum itidem in Scroto, ſed nullo 
excrementi prafluvio. This he adds in 
order to make Manardus's Diviſion more 
diſtin ; becauſe that Author ſays, in 
his third Diviſion, aliquando per medium 
Scrotum Urina exit, which is much the 
fame with in Scroto, only attended with 
a Capacity of diſcharging Urine ; and 
therefore Laurentius calls his third Divi- 
ſion, ibidem exeunte Lotio. In the whole 
Matter, this is the mere Doctrine of 
Manardus, but in other Words. Now 
though our Author has done with him, 
he has a ſneaking Kindneſs for Ruefe 
and Paree, which is manifeſt in the 
very next Line, which is thus “: 


© Some add, that above the Root of 
the Penis the Parts of a Woman are 
* apparent,”

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This is expreſſed by Rueffe in his De- 
ſcription of the Child with the fleſhy 
Subſtance about the Navel, as is before-

As to the Penis in the Groin, - he has 
taken that Hint from thoſe Figures of 
Parte, which are before clearly proved 
to be fictitious; but becauſe I have not 
taken notice of any mention, in any Au- 
thor, of the Exiſtence of a Penis in the 
Perinzum, I am inclined to believe this 
Part of the Syſtem to be of Laurentius's 
own coining, and refer it to the Judges 
in Anatomy whether any ſuch Structure 
can be blended with human Nature.

It is very obſervable, that ſeveral Au- 
thors, in treating of this Subject, not- 
withſtanding they run into ſuch flouriſh- 
ing Diviſions of the Word Hermaphro- 
dite, yet are commonly ſure, before they 
conclude, to diſown, or, in a great Mea- 
ſure, contradict thoſe very Aſſertions 
which, for Art's Sake, they at firſt ven- 
tured on, This ſhines in our preſent 
Author, who, after he has deſcribed the 
Parts of Generation, proceeds to recount 
the Diſeaſes of them which he calls his 
* Confideratio Medica; and under that 
Head ＋, amongſt the Diſeaſes of the 
Urethra, he brings 'in ſome Species of 
Hermaphrodites, as though none were 
entitled to that Character but ſuch as 
had Diſorders in thoſe Parts proper to 
Men; but from what he ſays of them,

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nothing can occur to any reaſonable Per- 
ſon but a Notion of the real Diſeaſes of

* Hermaphrodites belong to the Ure- 
© thra and Scrotum, if the Teſticles

Now it is plain, that tho' he brings 
theſe Accidents and Diſeaſes under that 
Denomination, which (as he was Pro- 
feſſor) muſt have been only by way of 
School-Method, yet his Concluſion of 
this Paragraph ſhews that his Opinion 
was, that the Teſtes remaining hid in 
the Peritonzum, and the Scrotum emp- 
ty with an Aperture in the middle, the 
Penis being extreamly ſmall, were all 
Accidents that happened to the Male 
Sex, though judged to be Females by 
the Ignorance of Midwives, at the Time 
of their Birth ; and, indeed, though the 
Teſtes may be not as yet come down, 
nothing can be conceived of ſuch a Sub- 
je& but the true Male Sex; but if the 
Sides of the Scrotum look like Labia, it 
muſt be a female Caſe with a prominent 
Clitoris, for it is abſurd to think the 
Scrotum can be divided, as we have 
proved above. Again, this Author, after 
taking notice of ſome other Diſeaſes of 
the Urethra of Males, and their Scrota, 
utterly denies that Females can be

Chapter of the fame Book under his 
Medical Conſiderations on the feminine 
Parts of Generation, under the Head of 
Morbi Peculiares, where when he comes 
to the Clitoris he ſays *:

* dinately long, and counterfeits a Penis ; 
* It is called a Tail with which Women 
* abuſe one another; theſe are called

Hence it is plain, that our Author 
would make Uſe of the Word Herma- 
phrodite, not as crediting ſuch an Exi- 
ſtence, as it expreſſes, in human Na- 
ture ; but as thinking it a Term fit only 
to ſerve him in his Explication of ſome 
of the Diſcaſes of the Parts of Genera- 
tion. 


REGNERUS DE GRAAF, 


This Author, in his particular De- 
{cription of the Clitoris, gives a Hiſtory 
of a Child born with that Part ſo large, 
that all who faw it pronounced it a 
Male Child; and it was accordingly bap- 
tized as ſuch, and ſecurely allowed to

be a Boy. However, de Graaf had no 
ſuch Opinion; for the Doubt that he, 
and others of the Faculty of Phyſick 
were in concerning this Child, cauſed a 
more narrow Enquiry into it's Nature, 
which was favoured by it's Death ; and 
the Reſult of their Examination is very 
politively expreſſed by him thus *: 


© But an accurate Diſſection of thoſe 
© Parts after Death has detected the 
© Deceit, Sc. 


The Hiſtory in full, with the Figure, 
he gives in another Place 4, of which 
let us conſider the following Particulars, 


When this Child died, our worthy 
Author, in Company with ſeveral Phy- 
ficians and Surgeons, firſt had a drawing 
made of the exterior Appearance of the

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Parts of Generation, and then proceeded 
to open the Body, upon which they 
found the Uterus, Ovaria, Tubes, and 
ſpermatick Veſſels according to the 
Standard of Nature ; but ſeeing no Scro- 
tum, they ſearched in the Groins and 
elſewhere for Teſtes but in vain ; for 
neither theſe nor any other Signs of a 
Maſculine Nature could be found. Then 
they proceeded to examine whether there 
was any Paſlage in the Clitoris, but were 
foiled in this alſo ; but found the Ure- 
thra under it in the proper Place as in 
all Females, through which' they paſſed 
an Inſtrument into the Bladder. After- 
wards they inflated this Part (firſt ſtop- 
ping the Orifice of the Vagina) which 
when it was very much diſtended, they 
compreſſed greatly to ſee if any Air could 


paſs out by the Clitoris, but this like- 


wiſe was to no Purpoſe ; at length they 
cut the Clitoris acroſs, but found not 
the leaſt Sign of an Urethra, nor any 
other Thing but what is proper to that 
Part. From whence he concludes, that

Here is a Series of ſtrong Experiments 
upon this Child, to prove very ſufficient- 
ly that theſe Kind of Subjects are only 
Female, after it was received as a Male 
by all that ſaw it; and yet this great 
Man's Figure of the Thing muſt have 
inevitably produced a greater Notion, in 
us, of the Predominancy of the Maſ- 
culine Sex, than of the other, if the 
above Hiſtory and his judicious Expla- 
nation were not annexed to it; only 
becauſe he had aſſerted it was like the 
Virga virilis, and therefore had it drawn 
in a Poſition that favoured that Aſſer- 
tion, and gave the whole as much of 
the Mien of that Sex as poſſible; for 

though

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though he denies (in his Deſcription) 


any Perforation to the Clitoris, yet in 
the Drawing it appears to have one at 
the Extremity ; ſo that this joined to the 
cloſe Poſition of the Labia under it» 
which appear very protuberant (though 
nothing was found in them) without the 
leaſt View of the vaginal Orifice, en- 
tirely conceals the natural Sex, and ac- 


tually repreſents the contrary. Thus we 


may eaſily ſee how neceſſary, and of 
what Conſequence it is towards the Ex- 
hibition of Truth, to diſpoſe of any 
Subject in a natural impartial Attitude or 
Light, either for deſcribing or drawing, 
becauſe no other Idea could be conceived 
of our Author's Figure but what I have 
expreſſed above ; whereas if he had 
either drawn it with the Labia open, or 
made a ſecond Figure to repreſent the 
inferior Part next the Anus, looking up- 
wards at it, fo that the Nymphæ might 
come in view, it would have been more 


analogous to fo juſt a Deſcription as he

Of DIEMERBROECK. 


To examine this Author, concerning 
his Opinion of Hermaphrodites, will be 
extreamly worth while; for we ſhall find 
him making the ſtrongeſt Efforts to per- 
ſuade the World, that a ſeminal Matter 
iſſues from the Clitoris, and making a 
great many Shifts to prove it, as if he 
had a Mind to introduce a Notion of a 
Power of ejecting a ſeminal Juice, from 
that Part in thoſe Confricatrices, and 
thereby to render them equally capable 
of the Coitus in the Quality of either 
Sex; But how ſtrange an Appearance 
does it make, to find him, in the end, 
giving Hiſtories of ſeveral of theſe repu- 
ted Hermaphrodites, with ſome Animad- 

verſions on them, which ſerve to over- 
turn and confute what he has taken no 
ſmall Pains to maintain before, 


This Author aſſerts, that the“ Semen 
is brought partly from the Teſtes and 
Tubes

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Tubes by the Ligamenta Rotunda (which 
he calls Veſſels, and adds, that hereto- 
fore they were improperly called Liga- 
ments) and ſo emitted by the Glans; 
but how a Communication 1s carried on 
between theſe Ligaments and the Clitoris 
he has not given us the leaſt Account ; 
yet he perſiſts very ſtrenuouſly in that O- 
pinion, tho' he owns at the ſame Time, 
that upon the Diſſection of theſe Parts 
no convenient Paſſage appears for ſuch 
an Emiſſion, and this turns him upon 
another Method of accounting for it, 
which is, that the Pores of the Glans 
are ſo diſtended by Heat, Agitation, &c. 
that Semen may eaſily paſs forth. He 
backs this Opinion with a Story he tells, 
of a Patient that complained to him of 
an involuntary Emiſſion from that Part, 
occaſioned by her too frequent provoking 
it before; part of the Words of this 
Hiſtory may not be amiſs, in this Place,

pinion, tells the above Story from the 
Mouth of the Woman herſelf, believes 
her, and would have the World give 
Credit to it alſo.

by what Paſſage can ſuch a Diſcharge 
proceed from theſe Confricatrices and 
Hermaphrodites. His Words are, © Mu- 
© lieres Confricatrices atque etiam Her- 
* maphroditi, As if theſe two Charac- 
ters ſignified different Things, which in 
other Authors are eſteemed the ſame. 


This is rivetting his Opinion of an U- 


rethra, though none can be found, and 
totally omitting to make any more Uſe 
of his Argument of the Pores, whether 
wiltully, as believing it a weak one, or 


through Forgetfulneſs, we cannot fay ; 


but his ſubſequent Hiſtories will ſhew, 
how he tumbles from this Notion into a 
direct Contradiction of a pervious Clitoris;

This Subject, on the upper Part of 
the Pudenda, had a Clitoris as long as 
one's Finger, and as thick as a Penis; 
with a Glans, Frenulum, and Præpu- 
tium, as are ſeen in Men, except that 
the Glans was not pervious ; below 
* this there was an urinary Paſſage, and 
© the Vagina Uteri as in Women; in 
each Labium there was a Teſticle.

In this Hiſtory our Author owns, there 
was no Perforation to be ſeen in this

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large Clitoris; and as to the other Parts he 
deſcribes no more than a perfect Woman. 


Another of theſe he ſaw at Urrecht, 
which her Owner told him was a per- 
fect Female till between five and fix 
Years old; at which Time ſhe began to 
change, and at Eleven a Penis was 
grown conſpicuous, but without a Per- 
foration: the ſaid Man told him alſo, 
that ſhe had then her Menſes periodical- 
ly as other Women, She had below 
the Clitoris the Meatus Urinarius and 
Vagina properly ſituated, to which he 
adds a Teſtis in each Labium; and fur- 
ther, that there was a ſeminal Diſcharge 
upon Occaſion, but that the Herma- 
phrodite did not know whether it was 
by the Clitoris, or the other feminine 
Parts. His Narration of this Hiſtory 
begins thus, of which we (ſhall inſert but 
a few Words, the Subſtance being juſt 
mentioned above *:

This is the Subje& Dr Allen ſpeaks of 
in the Tranſactions, which has been 
taken notice of before in this Treatiſe, 
that was carried to Flanders, and ſhewed 
to our Author ; now whoſoever will be 
at the Pains to compare the Deſcriptions 
given by both theſe Authors, which they 
had only from the Mouth of. her Keeper, 
will ſee how they differ, and conſe- 


_ quently what Untruths procecd from 


Hearſay; now after all theſe Things, 
our Author makes this Concluſion of his 
own Accord “*: 


* From all which it is plain, that 

* theſe Kind of Hermaphrodites do not 
* partake of both Sexes, but are only 
* Women 

Ex quibus omnibus latis patet, hujulmodi Her- 
maphroditos non vere utriuſque ſexus participes eſſe,

It would have been much more to 
the Credit of this Author to have ſub- 
ſcribed to this Doctrine at once, with- 
out endeavouring to maintain, in ſo un- 
certain a Manner, any Thing that had 
the leaſt Hint towards allowing a Perfo- 
ration in the Clitoris, or a virile Nature 
to a Woman, and ſo ſuddenly to quit 
and contradict his former Opinion, in 
his Hiſtories and Animadverſions on 
them, which muſt be very obvious to 
any one that will allow himſelf Time 
and Liberty to conſider the Animal Oe- 
conomy, and the Laws of Nature, as 


far as they reſpect human Bodies. 


Dr DOUGLAS. 


The Explanation of the Figures in 
the following large Plate, which this 
moſt conſummate Anatomiſt has favour- 

K 3 ed 
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ed me with, are ſufficient to ſhew, that 
theſe Sort of Subjects are, in his Opi- 
nion, Females in all Reſpects. The 
firſt Figure he had delineated from the 
Angolan in a moſt accurate Manner ; and 
the other two were done ſome time ago, 
as appears by his Explanation ; of both 
which he had given Copies to the inge- 
nious Mr Cheſelden, which he has in his 
Book of Anatomy. 


In making theſe Figures, the Doctor, 
according to his accuſtomed Accuracy, 


avoids the Omiſſion which De Graaf is 


guilty of; for though the latter's Diſſec- 
tion and Deſcription of the Subject that 
came before him are very ſatisfactory, in 
proving it Female, yet inaſmuch as he 
has not ſhewed any Part of the Orificium 
Vaginz in his Figure, it is not ſo much 
to the Purpoſe as thoſe of Dr Douglas.

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Years old, has no Beard on her Chin, 
nor any Thing maſculine in her Coun- 
tenance ; her Arms above the Elbow are 
thick and fleſhy, as many Womens are, 
but ſoft ; her Breaſts are ſmall, her Voice 
effeminate in the common Tone of 
ſpeaking, and it was reported ſhe has 
often been lain with by Men; and as to 
the Parts of Generation, they are ſo juſt- 
ly deſcribed in the following Explana- 


tion, that the Reader is referred to 
that,

neated ir, m the Life, and well engraven.

1. The Regio Pubis, with Pili upon it. 
2. A Tumour or Swelling between the 
Inguen, and the upper Part of the 
Labium Vaginæ. 
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3. Nympha Luxurians, or as this Part is 
commonly called, tho' very improper- 
ly, Clytoris, magnitudine aucta, that is, 
the true Nympha Muliebris, which is 
enlarged to an uncommon Length and 
Bigneſs, in which we may obſerve it's 
Cutis Rugeſa, or wrinkly Skin, which 
terminates in a Præputium, here turn- 
ed back to ſhew it's large Glans, in 
which there is nat the ſmalleſt Perfo- 
ration or Opening. 


4, 5- The Labia opened and turned 
back, to ſhew the Entrance into the 
Vagina; the Labium on the left Side 
is of a natural Bigneſs for the Size of 
the Woman ; but the other Labium 
is very large, in which is contained a 
hard Subſtance, ſurrounded with ſome- 
| thing ſoft to the touch, and which 
may be traced as coming down from 
the Inguen. 


This Tumour, in my Opinion, 1s the 
real Ovarium or Teflicle of that Side pro- 
—_ 
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lapſed, and fallen down from it's na- 
tural Place within the Abdomen, thro' 
the Fiſſure in the Muſcles belonging to 
the laſt mentioned Part, into this La- 
bium where it is lodged, covered with 
an Elongation in Form of a Bag or Sac- 
culus from the Peritonæum, in which it 
lies encloſed together with the Tuba Fal- 
loppii, the Ligamentum uteri latum, and 
the Ligament that goes from the Teſticle 
to the Uterus, in the very ſame Manner 
that the common Hernia's, whether of 
the Inteſtinum, the Omentum, or both, 
are produced in Women. 


My Reaſons for this Conjecture (which 
was long ago ſimply propoſed by Pro- 
feſſor * Diemerbroeck, but without any

In the Number of thoſe Parts that fall 


down from their natural Situation, and 
conſtitute that Diſorder we call a Hernia 
or Rupture, 


In my Collection of the morbid ute- 
rine Parts, I have two Preparations 
where the Ovaria and Extremities of the 
Tubz Falloppianæ lie exactly on that 
Part of the Peritonæum, under which 
the Ligamenta uteri teretia ſeu rotunda 
do paſs out from within the Abdomen 5 
and the Fundus Uteri, inſtead of lying 
backwards on the Inteſtinum rectum and 
os Sacrum, is turned forwards, and lies 
on the Os Pubis and Veſica. This, I 
own, is only a conjectural Proof for the 
preſent, a real one cannot be offered till 
the Part itſelf, where the Tumour is, 
can be examined by ocular Inſpection.

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The Tumour marked 2, I take to be 
the Ovarium on the other Side, juſt clear 
of the abdominal Muſcles, but not come 
low enough for the Labium, but will 
no doubt in Time, if not prevented by 
ſome outward Compreſſion. I am in- 
formed, that the other Tumour came 
down gradually, 


6, 7. The ſlender Alz or Pterygia va- 
ginæ, improperly called Nymphe. On 
the upper Part of theſe cuticular Fold- 
ings, the Frenulum 6, is obſerved to 
be loſt, that comes obliquely down- 


wards from the under Side of the 
Glans. 


8. The Orificium, or Entrance into the 
Vagina, with a ſmooth whitiſh Skin 
on the Inſide of the Labia.

N. B. At this Time I proteſt I nei- 
ther had read nor heard of Diemer- 
broeck's Opinion. 


Here, it is plain, is nothing but what 
is common to every Woman; and what- 
ſoever Appearances may be in her, ſuch 
as the Largeneſs of the Clitoris, and 
that Tumour in the Labium, that are 
capable of raiſing other Opinions, they 
may be deemed a morbid State in the 
Accretion of the Parts; and as to the 
| ſaid 
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| faid Tumour in the Labium, ſeveral of 
the Learned are divided about it, and 
their different Opinions amount to three,

1. That fach are Teſtes like thoG in 
Men. 


2. That they are Herniz of the O- 
; varia. 


3. That they are Glands of an indo- 
lent Nature, void of any Uſe, fallen 
from the Groins, and grown inordinate- 
ly large and hard from the ſame Cauſe 
that enlarges any other neighbouring 
Parts that exceed their natural Size, 


To the firſt of theſe Mr Cheſelden, 
and, I am told, ſome others in Town, 
ſeem to aſſent. 


The ſecond is. the Opinion of Dr Dou- 
glas, for which ſee his Explanation.

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And the laſt is the Conjecture of Sir 
Hans Shane. However, as none of theſe 
Opinions can be aſcertained without a 
fair Diſſection of ſuch a Subject, as this 
is, in all Reſpects, and that by the beſt 
Anatomiſts; and tho many Queries and 


Arguments might be exhibited both for 


and againſt theſe Notions, we chuſe ra- 
ther to omit controverting any one Point, 
as to this Particular, for the preſent, and 


refer the Matter to the firſt Experiment 


that ſhall happen upon ſuch an Occa-

Containing a Deſcription of a Fæ- 
tus, and a Recital of the Diſ- 
ſections of ſuch Subjects by ſome 
other Authors. 


HE Examination of any more 
Authors upon this Topick would 
amount to more Pains than at preſent 


are neceſſary, and beſides, Repetitions 


could hardly be avoided if any more were 
called in Queſtion, fince we find Au- 
thors were ſo fond of running in the 


* ame Path with one another; therefore 


the Remarks that have been made on 
thoſe already mentioned may, I hope, 
be ſufficient (together with the reſt that 


has been faid) to anſwer the End of this 
- Treatiſe, which is no more than to il- 


luſtrate the Cauſe of the firſt Riſe of the 
Notions

of Hermaphrodites. 
Notions of Hermaphrodites among Men 
to ſhew how credulous our Anceſtorg 
have been of theſe Chimera's, and how 
fond of encouraging their Progreſs tho' 
in the meaneſt Manner of arguing ; to 
prove, by comparing all the Opinions of 
Authors, that no hermaphrodital Nature 
can exiſt in human Bodies; and, in fine, 


that thoſe Subjects hitherto ſo account- | 


ed, were only Females in all Reſpects, 
ſuperſtitiouſly, and through Ignorance, 


miſtaken for thoſe Kind of Creatures, or 


for Men; which, with ſome other Diſ- 
orders of the Pudenda of either Sex, gave 
riſe to the ſeveral Diviſions that after- 
wards ſprung up concerning them; as far 
from Truth (or even rational Conjecture) 
as any other Error that ever was received 
by Mankind, And this will ſtill be fur- 
ther illuſtrated by the following Deſcrip- 
tion of a Fœtus, with a very large Cli- 
toris, that came to my Hands ſome time 
ſince, which J have taken due Care of 
for this Purpoſe, 


L This 
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This Subject was an abortive Fœtus 
of about ſix Months Growth, in which 
(though ſo young) the Pudenda are con- 
ſpicuous enough, and the Clitoris ſuffi- 
ciently large to prove every Thing that 
has been ſaid upon the Subject; and to 
ſerve as a Standard, wherewith to con- 


front any fabulous Reports that may 


hereafter ſpring up in the World, which 
I have endeavoured to deſcribe in the 
moſt faithful Manner that I am capa- 
ble of. 


But before we proceed to this Deſcrip- 
tion, it will be of great Uſe towards the 
Deſign of this little Work, to inſert the 
following Obſervation ; which J had the 
Honour to lay before the Royal Soctety 
on Thurſday the 3oth of April 1741, and 
which, I hope, will add no ſmall Force 


to what has been already ſaid upon it. 


All female Fœtus's, during the greateſt 
Part of the Time of Geſtation, have 
the Clitoris as large in Proportion to their 


Sizes, 
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Sizes, and ſometimes larger, than the An- 
golan Woman before-mentioned, which is 
evident from ſeveral then ſhewed together 
to the Society ; this, I am inclined to be- 
lieve, is Nature's common Rule all over 
the World. Now it is impoſſible that 
ſo many Hermaphrodites ſhould be found 
at once, ſince we have ſo very few In- 
ſtances among the European Nations of 
thoſe ſo reputed ; though, as is before 
obſerved, they are common enough in 
Africa and Ajfia, in all thoſe Pla- 
ces eſpecially that are neareſt the E- 
quinoctial Line; where the Nonnatu- 
rals themſelves conduce much :o the 
general Relaxation of the Solids, and 
conſequently, this unſeemly Accretion of 
that Part. 


Now as the Fœtus increaſes in a na- 
tural Way, the neighbouring Parts of 
the Pudenda grow more in Proportion 
than the Clitoris, drawing away the In- 
teguments, whereby it becomes by De- 
grees leſs conſpicuous; but when it con- 
tinues it's Growth, together with the 

L 2 reſt, 
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reſt, maintaining it's firſt proportional 
Size, the Perſon 1s reported to be an 
Hermaphrodite ; the natural Structure of 
this Part being in a great Meaſure like 
that of a Penis virilis, 


Nor is it's Largeneſs in a Fœtus much 
to be wondered at, ſince there are other 


very fimilar Caſes in the ſame Body, as 


the Gland Thymus and Glandule Rena- 
les; nor is it, indeed, any more wonder 
to find it's Growth increaſed, when once 
continued till a little after Birth; becauſe 
Erections of that Part begin very early 
in Children, which, protruding the In- 
teguments, increaſe their Relaxation, and 
thereby remove all Obſtacles to it's Luxu- 
riancy. 


Firſt then in viewing the Parts from 
above downwards, the Clitoris appears 
very large in Proportion to the Size of 
the Subject, and juts out in the Place 
which is always the Seat of that Part, 


according to Nature. It is circumſcribed 


round the Root chiefly, on the upper 
Side, 
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Side, by a Ridge of the common Cutis, 
which reaches from one Side, continued 
with the Labium to the other. 


The Præputium, indeed, is not to be 
well diſtinguiſhed, becauſe of the Mi- 
nuteneſs of the Fœtus; however it ſhews 
very plainly, that a Continuation of the 
common Skin of the Clitoris is lap- 
ped round the Subſtance of this Part, 
and meeting at the very Extremity on 
the under Side, forms an Angle, from 
which the Nymphæ ariſe in an equal 
Point, and are inſerted alſo on the Sides 
of the Orificium Vaginæ, being very 
large and conſpicuous. 


What appears to be a Rima or Slit in 
the Extremity of the Clitoris, in the O- 
pinions of many, is no other than the 
. Angle made by the Plication of the two 
Nymphæ where they ariſe, which un- 
doubtedly is always the natural Caſe, and 
no other, in every Subject of this Nature. 


The 
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The Labia are like thoſe of any other 
female Child, continuing from the Ridge 
round the Clitoris, and terminating re- 
gularly in the Perinæum, being ſome- 
what more protuberant at their middle 
than at either their Origination or In- 
ſertion. 


The Vagina is in a natural State, and 
as for the Meatus Urinarius, it is too 
minute in this Fœtus to have any Obſer- 
vation made of it. This is all that is 
neceſſary to be ſaid of it by way of De- 
ſcription; but 1 have ſubjoined the two 
following Figures of the Parts of Genera- 
tion of this Fætus, in order to make the 
Obſervation on them ſtill more obvious 
and plain, which I have done ſomething 
larger than the Life, in due Proportion, 
becauſe a Drawing of the ſame Size 
with the Subject would be too ſmall for 
Explanation ; but have, at the ſame time, 
taken the utmoſt care not to digreſs from 
the Truth in the leaft, in order to fa- 
vour any particular Fancy whatſoever.

But having underſtood that ſome were 
particularly of Opinion, that ſuch as have 
the Clitoris long have no Ureri, I opened 
| the 
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the above-mentioned Fœtus, and found 
the Uterus in it's natural Situation, with 
every Appendix proper to it, in their 
Places; which, with the Diſſections made 
by ſeveral Anatomiſts upon ſuch Occa- 
fions, will be very prevailing, to mani- 
feſt the Exiſtence of an Uterus in every 
Macroclitoridea, whether any Thing be 
contained in the Labia or not,

This Membrum virile is (beyond all 
Diſpute) the Clitoris, becauſe he ſays 
preter vulvam ; and, I hope, from what 
has been faid before, it is plain, that no 
Male Parts can poflibly grow with the 
Feminine in the fame Body; however, 
this Author proceeds to deſcribe the Blood 
Veſſels, &c. to which I refer the Rea- 
der, and ſhall only paſs on to obſerve 
what is to my Purpoſe here, which is 
contained in his following Words *:

As Dr Douglas Plate only ſhews the 
Labia of the Parts of the Angolan Wo- 
man opened, it was neceſſary that a Fi- 


gure of the ſame ſhould precede it with 


the Labia ſhut or cloſed ; that the Rea- 
der may the better underſtand, how ea- 
fily the ignorant or ſuperſtitious might 
be deceived at the Sight of ſuch Parts, 
when in the fame Circumſtances with 
this Subject, and the Labia Pudende- 
rum not ſeparated ; of which the follow- 
ing is the Explanation, viz.
